Books of the Week. 


SOME TRAVEL BOOKS. 


TRADERS, TOURISTS AND 
CANNIBALS. 

A MONG recently published books of 

history and of travel “ Baghdad: 
The City of Peace,” is conspicuous. 
Current events render it also important ; 
for here is an account of the background 
of recent history. Mr. Coke tells the story 
of. the foundation of that strange city on 
the Tigris, of its ancient glory and many 
vicissitudes, bringing before us a 
panorama of sumptuous Oriental monarchy 
and barbarism. The Turkish conquest, 
the great slave pashas, the fall of the 
Mamluks, bring the tale down to the 
twentieth century, and a final chapter 
tells of the independent kingdom of Iraq. 
The book closes with the death of Miss 
Gertrude Bell, one of the English makers 


of the new. State :— 
. « « . So they lie at rest. General Maude at the 
nerth end of the city, Miss Beli at the south, 
while the vivid, restless life of modern Baghdad 
goes on in between: an Irish and an English con- 
tribution to the long line of remarkable figures 
that have played their part in the crowded 
ageant of the city's story; a story. richer in 
neident, greater in achievement, more awful iu 
misfortune, wider im influence, more startling in 
variety than can ever have beeh dreamt of by the 
Caliph Mansur, as he sat of an afternoon and 
mused upon his new creation in the Khorassan 
Giate towet of the old Round Town, these many 
years ago

exhibit the 


remarkable 

the air, which 
dense, brick, level city in a curiously 
vivid fashion. A historical map shows 
how the city has shifted its site, so that 
the modern capital lies two miles south of 
the old round city, and mostly outside the 
line of the walls of the old city at its 
greatest extent.. It is curious to discern 
in this grey . wilderness of brickwood 
Haroun al Rashid’s Baghdad, the “ Abode 
of Peace.’’

CHINA AND THE DESERT. 

A* American book on China, ‘‘ Explain- 

ing China,” has the merits and 
defects of the American style of book pro- 
duction. The maps and photographs are 
excellent, and convey a systematic idea of 
the ground covered. The author, however, 
is somewhat too certain in his prophecies, 
based on an unquestioning faith in the 
formula of American democracy, although 
it is true that he says: “ At the end of 
ten years’ residence in China one is not so 
positive by half concerning what ought, 
or ought not, to be done as one was at the 
end of ten weeks.” 

An exceptionally good travel book, 
“Through Jade Gate and Central Asia,” 
carries us into little known and romantic 
country—Kansu, Turkestan and the Gobi 
Desert. At an inn, set in that stony 
wilderness—the photograph conveys a 
chilling sense of arid desolation—the 
Moslem innkeeper said: ‘‘There was a 
man here once upon a .time and his 
servant told me that he came to Chekulu 
in order to measure the distance to the 
sun !—A likely tale! Couldn’t he measure 
it in his own country? Surely you can 
sometimes see the sun in Western lands ?’’ 


THe LAND OF THE Maoris, 

R. T. E. DONNE, author of several 

good books on sport in New Zealand, 

has written an admirable account of the 

Maori race. “His book is enriched by illus- 

trations which depict the remarkable 

tattooing which formerly was de rigueur 

in Maoriland, the rubbing of noses which 

serves for salute, Maori notables in 

fashionable modern attire, and other 
interesting spectacles. 

He has a rather terrible chapter on 
“The Anthropophagus Maori,’’ which 
tells how one of the early whaling ships 
called at the northern side of Cook’s Strait 
for fresh water. In the ship’s boat was a 
plump, red-haired young Irishman called 
Barney. An elderly chief welcomed the 
party and caused his men to help in the 
filling of the water barrels. It was noticed 
that the old man kept his eyes: fixed on 
Barney 's shock of red hair as if fascinated 
thereby.....He.shook hands With every 
sailor stepping aboard the boat. The last 
man happened to be Barney. His host 
gripped Barney's hand, said “ Haere ra 
(good-bye), and whipped out a club which 
he brought down on that red head. 
Barney fell dead, and the boat’s crew 
obeyed the warning to be off. 

Barney was eaten, and his red head was 
used to decorate a new Maori temple. The 
manner of his end was in strict accord 
with Maori etiquette, which required that 
there should be no apprehension and. no 
fuss, and that the victim should be quite 
ignorant of what happened. For long 
afterwards shore leave was forbidden to 
red-headed sailors on the Maori coasts. 

“Rod Fishing in New Zealand Waters,” 
by the same author, is the first book we have 
seen to deal adequately with that angler’s 
paradise. Mr. Bass says that his chieí 
qualification for writing the book is that in 
ages now remote one of his ancestors was 
reputed to be a highly respectable and 
truthful man. His real qualification, how- 
ever, is that he knows his subject perfectly 
and writes with a sparkling pen.

A NEW BOOK BY “ CLEONE 
KNOX.”’ 
(Published Yesterday.) 

WO years ago the literary world was 
set agog by a book, signed Cleone 
Knox, and called “ The Diary of a Young 
Lady of Fashion,” which purported to be 
the authentic journal of an cighteenth- 
century young woman belonging to a 

landed family in County Down. 
sprightly was the, wit, so droll were the 
situations, that the shrewd declared that 
the diary was too good to be true. It was 
equally cifficult to believe, however, that 
a modern writer could carry off the 
mannerisms of the period or reproduce 
the atmosphere of old County Down and 
Belfast so successfully. Ultimately some 
philologist discovered an idiom in the 
journal which belonged to a later 'age, and 
the hoax was exploded. Miss Magdalen 
King-Hall, daughter of Admiral Sir 
George King-Hall, confessed to the 
authorship, and ever since then con- 
noisseurs in humorous writing have been 
watching for further work from her pen.

Now comes a book that was worth await- 
ing. “I Think I Remember” is described 
as “the Random Recollections of Sir 
Wickham Woolicomb,’’ and in form it is 
a parody of those books of pompous 
memoirs whereof already the public has 
suffered a surfeit. Perhaps, the parody 
sometimes mounts to broad caricature ; 
but most of the book is just near enough 
to verisimilitude to keep us chuckling 
joyfully. 

Sir Wickham ‘s dignified and naive, He 
considers that the nation is rapidly going 
to the dogs, whither the rest of the world 
went long since, and if asked, “ What, sir, 
is the difference that you notice between 
the pre- and post-war world?” would 
“reply without hesitation, ‘fish-knives !’”

THOMPSON. 


Nowhere is the anti-British campaign «f the 
Mayer of Chicago being more  hiiterly 
satirised than in the American Press. The 
New York Sun has rewritten the History of 
America, as Mr, William Hale Thompson 
apparently sees it. The following are ex- 
tracts from the Mayor's “ Outline of Ameri- 
can History.” 

CoLonisaTion — The first colonists in 
America were Swiss and German, the settle- 
ment at Jamestown having been made by the 
Geneva Company, and that made at Plymouth 
having been made by a company of dis- 
tinguished Germans, headed by such well- 
known Bavarians: as Roger (Schneider).-Sher- 
man and John (Dutch) Winthrop, : 

Earty Trovates — The colonists’ early 
days in America were made miserable by 
attacks upon them and their homes by bands 
of Englishmen who went about nude, painted 
their bodies red and- called themselves 
Indians. ©The bloodthirsty chiefs of these 
tribes were personally appointed by King 
James and King George III. : 

Although greatly outnumbered. the 
colonists, thanks to their Swiss. German, 
Hungarian and Greek blood, were able to 
defeat the British, or Redskins as thev were 
known, but, as fast as they would wipe them 
out, the British kings would send over a new 
lot of bigger and better savages, 

All these brutes were taught the “use of 
the bow and arrow and tomahawk by the 
ladies of the British Court, and it was the 
boast of King James that he had personally 
poisoned over 3,500 arrowheads for use in 
New England. 

ÍHE Stamp Acr—In the year 1670 a num. 
ber of unscrupulons strangers began making 
a house-to-house canvass of the colonists in 
the guise cf book agents. Thev prevailed 
upon the settlers to sign papers which, they 
said, would entitle them to six sets of the 
works of popular authors, a set of dishes. 
and a chance on a new gum What. the 
settlers really had done was to sign over their 
property to the British Crown.

Mr. H. J. Millar supported the resolution 
as a representative of the wholesale trade. 
He said that the Government had no justifica- 
tion for keeping the duties on spirits and 
beer at their present level. It was not 
generally recognised that more than two- 
thuds of the price paid for a glass of whiskey 
was ‘for duty levied by the Government. 
What was being done was prohibition in 
the most insidious form and. without compen- 
sation, He also protested against the 
doubling of the duties on wines, the imposi- 
tion of which had not benefited the trade in 
whiskey. All these excessive duties had 
brought about much unemployment in the 
wholesale trade. 

FATE OF EXPORT TRADE. 

Captain Kirkwood (Messrs. John Jameson 
and Sons) said that his firm was whole. 
heartedly in support of the objects of the 
meeting. If a substantial reduction was 
not made im the duty, the distilleries 
would gradually die out. The Govern- 
ment had urged them to cultivate 
their export trade to make up for the 
injury done by the duty. “1 have 
recently been right through Canada,” he said, 
“and I am convinced that we can, and do, 
export, but the export trade can only be 
successful if there is success in the trade at 
home. If the Government, by heavy taxa- 
tion, destroy the home trade, they will 
destroy the export trade, too.” ; 

Mr. P. J. Egan (Tullamore) said that he 
had sven in his own area several breweries 
blotted out, and a number of distilleries 
closed down as a result of the heavy taxa- 
tion, and, as a maltster, he knew that the 
maltings of the country were working only 
about per cent. of their full output. Not 
the least serious consideration was the sale 
of poteen, which brought so many evils in 
its train. It was a monstrous thing that 
old-established firms should be interfered with 
by illicit distillation, 

Mr. J. C. Foley (Daly and Co., Cork), 
said that year after year they had made ap- 
plication to the Government for relief, but 
their hopes were disappointed, | Tle believed 
in intensifying the agitation, and it was up 
to them in their own interests to sev that 
their property was not filched from them by 
& process of attrition under Finance Acts 
without compensation. ' 

Mr. Tilson (Cade and Co., Cork), said that 
they should make it clear that thev were 
going to change the Government of the 
country if they did not get fair play. They 
could only combat the present state of affairs 
by organising all the interests concerned, and 
telling the Government that the time for 
negotiations had ended, and they would try 
to provide a Covernment themselves. 

Mr. E. Cooney, a, Fianna Fail T.D. for 
Dublin North, complained that only the em- 
ployers’ side of the industry had been in- 
vited to the conference, although the resoju- 
tion appealed for the support of organised 
labaur. Some of the speakers had stated 
that the Government had treated their re- 
presentatives with utter contempt, but they 
had no one to blame but themselves. The 
industry, if organised, was more powerful 
than any Government, but as long as the em- 
ploying and financial interesis affected, which 
were mainly respousible for keeping the Go- 
vernment in office, were not prepared to press 
their demands in the only effective way the 
Government could safely treat them with 
insult.

Saturday closing hour.

NEED FOR CENTRAL 
AUTHORITY.

The second of the series of weekly lectures 
organised by the Dublin Central Labour 
Party was delivered ny Mr. R. J. P. 
Mortished, Assistant Secretary of the Irish 
Labour. Party. 

The Chairman (Mr. A. Heron) said that, in 
view of the special conference called for next 
week by the Irish Labour Party to consider 
the question of industrial organisation, it had 
heen decided to ask Mr. Mortished to speak 
on that subject. 

Mr. Mortished, in the course of his lecture, 
said that for some years, starting from about 
1916, there had been a remarkably good 
spirit in Irish labour, and considerable suc- 
cess had been achieved. That success had 
been largely due to war conditions, which 
were not common to Ireland, but to a large 
extent the spirit of Labour had been actuated 
by political rather than industrial considera- 
tions. It could be truly said that the measure 
of political freedom enjoyed by the Free State 
had been made possible by the organisation 
of the working class, while the Labour Party 
were in no way responsible for any defects ip 
the settlement which had been come to. 

OVERLAPPING. 

In recent years, due to several causes, 
there had been a considerable change, and 
the time was now ripe for a survey of the 
industrial field. War conditions no longer 
prevail, and the trade unions had now to 
consider how best they could hold the suc- 
cesses already won. This country, like 
Great Britain, suffered from a multiplicity of 
trade unions, many of them overlapping and 
catering for the same class of members, while 
others were small unions confined to a small 
class or to a particular district. There were 
about one thousand trade umions in Great 
Britain, whereas in Germany the number was 
under fifty. 

He submitted that in this country there 
were also too many unions, too many small 
unions, too many catering for the same 
classes, and too many whose ruling authority 
was situated in Great Britain. There «re 
three large unions in the Free State catering 
for general workers, and two others in the 
North. Im one of the railway shops in the 
Free State there were at least twenty, and 
possibly fifty, umions catering for shop 
workers, and a similar state of affairs existed 
in every branch of industry. 

COMPETING UNIONS. 

He submitted that there must be some 
central authority to discjpline and control 
these competing unions, a body whose word 
would be law for the entire movement. 
Everybody agreed in theory that some such 
authority was necessary, but few of the 
existing unions were willing to divest them- 
selves of power; and it was to be hoped 
that next week's special conference would 
consider the difficulties and that some good 
would result.

UNIVERSITY PHILOSOPHICAL 
SOCIETY. 


“The Genesis of ‘ Jazz,’’’ was the title of 
a paper read by Mr. A. H. MeN. Hillas 
(Scholar) at a meeting of the University 
Philosophical Society in Trinity College, 
Dublin, last night, the President, Mr. A. C. 
Strahan, Mod., B.A., presiding. 

Mr. Hillas dealt with dance, negro music, 
syncopation and rag-time, and modern ten- 
dencies in music. He _ discussed some 
of the features of “ Jazz,” ‘‘ Jazz’’ orches- 
tration, and the instruments used—the saxa- 
phone in particular. He then analysed the 
structure of the typical “Jasr” tunes, 
giving some illustrations on the gramaphone. 
He deprecated the great vogue of ‘ Jazz”’ 
music and the broadcasting and gramaphone 
recording of it, which, he said, was damaging 
music in general,

ARGUMENTS ON BEHALF 
OF MR, ALLAN, 


CASE FOR SIR GEORGE 
CLARK. 


——_- > 


Arguments were continued in the Work- 
man, Clark case in the High Court, Belfast, 
yesterday, before. Mr. Justice Brown. 

The Attorney-General continued his argu- 
ment on behalf of Mr, C. E, Allan, refuting 
the suggestion that his client was in any way 
naineuaibic for the issuc of the prospectus. 
Counsel for the plaintiff had suggested ‘that 
they approved of the contents of the docu- 
ment. by silence, but ‘he submitted that there 
was no evidence to justify this assertion that 
they tacitly approved of the draft. Counsel 
commented upon the fact that it was on the 
same day that the prospectus became public 
that his client obtained any exact know 
ledge of the statements which it contained. 
In order to connect his client with the issue 
of that prospectus the plaintiff maintained 
that the prospectus was not issued by Messrs, 
Sperling, because the sale to them was a 
sham, and they contended that it must have 
been is:ved by his client. But that was 
entirel; contrary to the evidence. 


ISSUE OF THE PROSPECTUS, | 

The ».uintiff also maintained that if his 
cent sold his interest in Workman and 
Clark's for cash it made his interest in tho 
prospectus all the clearer, for it was only by 
the issue of these debentures that it would 
have been possible for him to be paid by 
cash; but everything, on the face of it, 
showed that his client acted in a straight- 
forward way. He sold his interests, and 
had no knowledge or interest in the trans- 
actions of those who were the purchasers, 
and rubsequently became directors. 

There was, he maintained, absolutely no 
evidence of fraudulent misrepresentation, or 
that could in any way make his client a 
party to, or responsible for, the issue 
of this prospectus. Who issued this 
prospectus? So far as his client was con- 
cerned, he submitted that there was abso- 
lutely no evidence that this document was 
issued by him, or with his authority, or 
hat he constituted Messrs, Sperling, his 
agent, to issue it, or procured it to be issued. 

His Lordship, he contended, on this branch 
of the case should rule that there was no 
evidence to go to the jury, and that, 
far as his client was concerned, it was a 
document issued by Messrs. Sperling, and 
that they should be held responsible á any 
allegec fraudulent misrepresentation, 

His Lordship—Conuld you tell me whether 
the prospectus was registered, or filed, with 
the Registrar of Joint Stock Companies? 

The Attorney-General replied that under 
the Companies Act it had to he filed, and 
there was a penalty for failure to comply 
with that provision, 

His Lordship—The only wav you can put 
it is; there is no evidence of it having heen 
filed according to law. Proceeding, his 
Lordship said that he gathered it was the 
aintiffs’ case that your client and the other 
Belfast directors were the only directors of 
the company when this prospectus was being 
prepared, 


THE BELFAST DIRECTORS. 

Mr. J. A. Pringle, K.C., for fir 
Clark and Mr. G. E. Clark, said that it was 
contended by counsel for the plaintiffs that 
any liability of the Belfast directors must 
have arisen out of agency—that is, that they 
appointed Messrs. Sperling to act on their 
behali. The plaintiffs also contended that it 
was not necessary to have positive evidence 
of agency; but if thev set out to build up a 
number of alleged facts that would constitule 
an atmosphere of suspicion, although his 
clients were not proved to be connected with 
these facts, they could he made parties to the 
prospectus, and that Messrs. Sperling were 
their agents. 

All this would be proper if it could he 
proved thal there was a conspiracy ta which 
his clients were parties; but such an assump- 
tion was wholly ineffective if there was no 
conspiracy. Unless his Lordship could 
assume an earlier conspiracy there was not 
the slightest shadcw of doubt against his 
clients. It was clear from the evidence 
that the Belfast directors always regarded 
the prospectus as Messrs. Sperling's document. 
When it was said that there was a sudden 
change of attitude on the part of Sir George 
Clark, who had proposed the acceptance of 
Mr. Workman's offer of shares, Sir George 
Clark, counsel contended, found himself 
absolutely at the mercy of the other party. 
He must then hold on as a minority share- 
holder whose will would be continually over- 
ruled, or he must sell his shares. When the 
meeting was resumed after an adjournment 
there was a clause put in which was never 
introduced before. and. Sir George Clerk 
came to the conclusion that he could not 
carry on the fight any further. Sir George 
was always out to do the best he could for 
all the shareholders, and they must assume 
he was an honourable man until he was 
proved to be the reverse. 


THE LATE MR. WORKMAN. 

Replying to his Lordship, Mr. Pringle said 
that he could not give any explanation of 
the desire on the part of the late Mr. Frank 
Workman to accept the offer of £0 per 
share. His clients knew nothing of the 
understanding existing between the pur- 
chasers and the other directors, as they were 
considerably estranged at this period. 

Mr. Beattie, K.C. (on behalf of Sir John 
Esplen), contended that there was no evi- 
dence that his client had any knowledge of 
the contents of the prospectus. 

Mr. Whitaker, K.C, (for Messrs. Sperling), 
asked his Lordship to hold that the plaintiff 
had failed in proof in the allegations of mis- 
representation made against his clients. He 
quoted extensively legal decisions to indicate 
that it was not sufficient to show that a 
thing was untrue on a prospectus; they must 
also show that it was fraudulently made. 
Negligent misrepresentatign or careless mis- 
representation, he submitted, was no cause 
of action. There was no evidence of any 
intention to defraud on the pert of Messrs. 
Sperling and Co. in describing themselves as 
purchasers of the issue. They were entitled 
to describe themselves as such. 

The hearing was adjourned till Monday. 
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DROPPED PARCELS. 
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SOLICITOR'S COMMENTS

Towards the end of yesterday s meeting 
of the Dail there was what President 
Cosgrave termed “a most irregular” dis- 
cussion on the claims of certain persons 
in Northern Ireland.

Mr. ALNMEN—Dces th: President want us 
to believe that he went ov to England and 
insisted there on telling the British repre- 

niatives and the Six-County representa- 
tives that he was going home to give an 
ail-round ten per cent. increase? 

The PRESIDENT—No. 

Mr. AIKEN—What do you want us to be- 
lieve? Was it on the initiative purely and 
solely ot the Irish representatives that it was 
inserted ? 

The PRESIDENT—Practically entirely, but 
not exclusively. 

Mr. AIKEN—Did Sir James Craig or the 
British representatives say that they would 

give further compensation to Irish 
nationals? — 

The PRESIDENT—I did not hear them say 
anytaing about it, 

Mr. AIKEN—Did the President ask them 
to say il? Did he make any endeavour to 
justice for the citizens who suffered 
very severely, particularly those in the six 
counties, who suffered the total loss of their 
homes and property without receiving any 
compensation ? 

The PRESIDENT—That is another ques- 
ion.

DESTROYED HOMES. 

Mr. AIKEN—Is the President aware that 
there are many citizens who, as a result of 
carrying out imstructions of the assembly, of 
which the President and his colleagues claim 
that this is the legal descendant, had their 
homes burned out. In some cases there were 
awards of about 50 per cent. compensation, 
and in others no compensation at all 

The PRESIDENT—I regret that there are 
many cases of hardship not alone there, but 
here, which we cannot remedy. 

Mr. AIKEN gave notice that on the ad- 
journment he would raise the question as to 
what steps the President EE sin to take to 
have proper provision made for the Northern 
Nationalists who were burned out in 1920 and 
1922, and who received nu compensation what. 
soever. 

The SPEAKER said that it was not quite 
clear what the deputy wished to raise. De- 
struction of houses in the six county area 
previous to the date of the Truce would be in 
order, but he was not clear about the other 


cases. 

Mr. AIKEN said that what he had in 
mind was half a dozen cases of people who 
were burned out by the British military and 
Northern “ Specials.” Some were hunted out 


in 1920 and some in 1922. The opera- 
tions which preceded the burning of the 
houses by the British military were carried 
out under the authority of the first and second 
Dails, and as the President and his party 
claimed that the present Dail was the legal 
descendant of the first and second Dails, he 
thought it was quite proper to raise the 
matter in this House. 

Mr. O. G. ESMONDE (Government, Wex- 
ford) asked whether it was not a fact that, 
owing to the Treaty and the Constitution, 
Northern Ireland was technically—theoreti- 
cally if not actually—part of the Free State 
until one month after the coming into opera- 
tion of the Constitution. 

The SPEAKER said that that was a nice 
point he was not able to answer. 

Mr. AIKEN said that he would not take 
this course if the President had given a 
straight answer to a straight question. 

President COSGRAVE said that if the 
deputy had stated exactly what he wanted, 
and had given sufficient time, he would have 
prepared an answer 

On the suggestion of the Speaker, the 
matter was left over until the adjournment, 
when they could decide what was to be dis- 


cussed, 
THE DEBATE. 
SUFFERERS IN ‘* THE FIGHT 
FOR FREEDOM.” 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
AIKEN said that he had explained what he 
wanted several times to the President, and 
now again he wanted to know what steps the 
President had taken, or intended to take, 
to secure for the people who suffered very 
severely in the Six Counties in the fight for 
Irish freedom that they should get adequate 
compensation. 

President COSGRAVE said that the ques- 
tion put to him at question time was 
answered very directly, and now the question 
raised was what steps he had taken to secure 
adequate compensation for Northern Nationa- 
lists who had suffered the loss of their homes 
and property, without having received com- 
pensation, in consequence of operations carried 
out in Northern Ireland under the authority 
of the first and second Dails. 

That question immediately raised another, 
viz.: What step was now, or had been at 
any time since he had taken office, within his 
power to take to have compensation awarded 
to any person in the Six Counties? He had 
already explained that so far as compensation 
for damage to property in Northern Ireland 
was concerned, it was on an entirely different 
footing from the position in the Free State. 


NORTHERN SYSTEM. 

In Northern ireland compensation was based 
on the Criminal and Malicious Injuries Code, 
which included the Criminal and Malicious 
Injuries Acts, 1919 and 1920. In the Saorstat 
those Acts were repealed, and so far as the 
citizens were concerned the result of 
what they had done by the repeal oi those 
Acts and by subsequent legislation was two- 
fold. 

in the first place, they provided for what 
they regarded as a more equitable method for 
arriving at the amounts to be awarded; and, 
secondly, they took over from the charge of 
the several local authorit:es concerned the 
collection and payment of awards, and placed 
them on the State as a whole. The laws in 
Northern Ireland provided for the payment of 
compensation there, and at no time since he 
took office was it in his competence to intro- 
duce legislation to amend the law in Northern 
Ireland. 

Before the Treaty negotiations opened there 
was a separate Pariiament functioning in the 
North, and that Parliament was still there. 
Whether it dealt equitably as between its 
citizens or not was not a question for, him to 
decide, or for that House to debate. There 
was a place in which that could be debated— 
tho Northern Parliament, of which one of 
Deputy Aiken’s colleagues was a member. 

The particular cases to which Deputy Aiken 
referred, he gathered, did not come within 
the present scope of the Northern Ireland 
compensation code. The Saorstat Govern- 
ment had had to arrange a special extension 
of the Shaw Commission’s terms to enable 
them to be brought within its competence 
here, but if they did they footed the bill. 

REPRESENTATIONS. 


In regard to representations there was 


| scarcely any matter affecting the welfare of 


Northern Ireland Nationalists that was not 
at one time or other, between 1922 and 1925. 
mado the subject of representation generally 
by the members of the Government here. 
Certain cases of the type referred to were 
brought to his notice long ago, He had 
asked the deputation which brought the cases 
to his notice to let him have a complete brief 
of the cases, to get an organised effort made 
to have the facts collected in every case. 
That was not done. Even if it were, quite 
clearly the only action that he could take 
would be to make representations. 

In the fairly numerous meetings which he 
and other ministers had with Northern Ire- 
land and British Ministers during the years 
1922-1925 this matter of compensation was 
among the matters upon which successful re- 
presentations were made. Any representation 
that he had made could only be made bv the 
courtesy of those to whom he made them. 
He had no judicial right to act as spokesman 
of any body of citizens who were not citizens 
of the Saorstat. 

Whether the question of compensation was 
raised at the time of tho 1925 conversa- 
tions, he conld not remember, but he 
thought it was not. Matters of wider 
imnortance were under consideration 
and he remembered that they were taxed 
upon their return. with having failed to 
secure accommodation 

His answer then was his answer to-day— 
viz., that accommodation could only be 
secured for the Northern Nationalists in the 
way accommodation was secured in the Free 
State for minorities. 

FAIR PLAY. 

He had pointed out that with the four 
parties then in the House it was a question of 

utting a case betore the House and getting 
air play from the Government on it. He 
said that if the Nationalists of the North 
attended the Northern Parliament in the 
same spirit; if they made their case and were 
refused justice, then it would be time enough 
for them .to say that there had been no 
success Had that been done’ Had the 
deputy’s colleagues in the Northern Parlia- 
ment gone in there and made their case? 
They had not. 

While he had the greatest sympathy with 
the sufferers to whom Mr. Aiken referred, 
there was no way in which he could help 
them. There were many citizens of the 
Saorstat whc had suffered also for their 
actions in those troubled periods, and suffered 
in directions which were outside the scope 
of compensation measures. Consequential! 
losses, for example. The people of Saorstat 
Eireann had paid in full the compensation 
payable for, damage done within the oak eB 
six counties; it would be neither equitab 
nor feasible to ask them to pay for damage 
which was done by others in an area outside 
their jurisdiction. 

WHAT HAPPENED IN 1919. 

Mr. F. AIKEN said that in 1919 the 
people of Ireland a body of repre- 
sentatives, and the area of jurisdiction of 
those representatives was the whole of Ire- 
land.

If the President had £270,000 to burn, part 
of it should be paid in compensating the 
people in the North who suffered, - 

URGED TO RESIST. 

He quoted the late General Collins as say- 
ing that the Treaty would secure large areas 
in the North for the Saorstat. He alleged 
that after the Truce the Nationalist people 
in the North were urged to resist the Crai 
Government. and that the I.R.A. were tol 
to do all in their power to support the people 
in that resistance. He was an officer of the 
ILR.A. at the time, and he and his com- 
rades waged war on Craig’s Specials under 
the authority and instructions of the then 
Minister for Defence of the second Dail. 

Mention was made of a certain number of 
rifles in Belfast the other day. Those rifles, 
he was sure, were rifles that were delivered in 
Belfast by himself and Volunteers under him 
in June, 1 He mentioned these facts to 
show that they had the authority of the 
Second Dail for the actions they had taken, 

Mr. Aiken was proceeding to quote a 
statement of a James McQuill, when Pre- 
sident Cosgrave intervened, and said that it 
was a matter outside the area of their juris- 
diction. 

Mr. AIKEN—It was not outside your juris- 


diction. 
STRONG DENIAL, 

President COSGRAVE—No such action was 
authorised by either the Second Dail or the 
Provisional Government. 

This remark drew cries of “Oh, oh!’ from 
the Fianna Fail benches, and Mr. 8. T. 
O'Kelly exclaimed, “This is an awkward dis- 
cussion for you.” 

“ We are prepared to meet it,” retorted 
President Cosgrave. 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy should 
confine himself to the question of compensation. 

President COSGRAVE—I must absolutely 
deny any responsibility of the Second Dail 
or the Provisional Government for these par- 
ticular Acts. 

Mr. AIKEN—Will the President listen to 
proof ? 

President COSGRAVE replied that he was 
a member of both Governments, and the 
Deputy could not prove to him that what he 
said was true, when he was not a member of 
either. 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) in- 
tervened with the remark, ‘‘ Perhaps the 
Minister for Local Government can tell us 
something about it?” 

Mr. MUIL.CAHY (Minister for Local Go- 
vernment)—He couid tell you a iot. 

Mr. G. O’SULLIVAN (Government, Co. 
Dublin) —He would tell you too much if he 
started at all. 

Mr. AIKEN said that he claimed that 
those people were burned out as a result of 
action taken by the I.R.A. under the Second 
Dail, and they were entitled to compensation 
from that Assembly, seeing that the Presi- 
dent claimed that it was the legal descendant 
of the Second Dail. 

President COSGRAVE—Does the Deputy 
claim it? 

Mr. AIKEN—I do not. 
‘utely. 

President COSGRAVE —Where is his case, 
then ? 

MR. DE VALERA EXPLAINS. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
the President had mentioned him as one of 
the representatives of a Northern consti- 
tuency. It was suggested that he should 
represent the Nationalists in the Northern 
Parliament. His answer to that was that 
he was not eiected to do anything of the 
kind. He was elected not to go to that 
Parliament, and the people who elected him 
knew full well that there was no use for 
them, a hopeless minority, to make any re- 
presentations in the Six County Parliament 
to get any compensation for the losses they 
suffered in 1919-1922. 

Those people had been very shabbily 
treated. ‘There was probably no part of Ire- 
land where those engaged in the fight for 
Irish independence ran such risks as in the 
North. In the South they were in the 
midst of a sympathetic population. In the 
North they were in the midst of a hostile 
population. When the Treaty became the 
policy of the majority in the South—— 

Mr. GEAROID O’SULLIVAN—You did 
not accept it. 

Mr. DE VALERA—We did not because we 
saw the consequences of it, and we are trving 
now to do our best to save the country from 
the consequences of it—(laughter from the 
Government benches)—and we hope to do

if. 

The SPEAKER—Will the Deputy come to 
the particular point ? 

Mr. DE VALERA—I will try to. The 
Treaty was the policy of the majority, and 
they neld out to the Nationalists of the 
Ncrthern area that, as a result of the opera- 
tions of Article 12, the wishes of the inhabi- 
tants would be consulted, and as a conse- 
quence the partitioned area would be so 
sinall that the Northern Parliament could 
uot carry on. When the Commission came 
it was not pressed to have these wishes ascer- 
tained 

President COSGRAVE—That is not true. 

Mr. de VALERA—It was not done. 

President COSGRAVE—It was. 

Mr. de VALERA—Perhaps in the same 
way as their rights were pressed for com- 
pensation. When there was a call for troops 
for the Free State Army they got probably 
from that area a greater proportion of young 
men relatively than they got elsewhere. I re- 
member when 1 was a prisoner in Arbour Hill 
Barracks most of the men guarding me were 
from the Northern area, and they told me 
that they came in because they believed that 
as a result of the Treaty partition would be 
put to an end. 

GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 

On the queston of compensation, I say that 
we have a duty here; and, if compensation 
cannot be got in the Six County Parliament, 
we have a duty to provide compensation even 
here for them. I say further, if we here were 
as anxious about our friends, and as careful 
as the British were about their friends, there 
would not be much trouble in this country. 
When the British cleared out they took good 
care that their friends were not left down, 
and any compensation it was possible to get 
they got it. The President of the Executive 
Council went further, and volunteered, ap- 
parently by a supplementary agreement, to 
provide an increase of 10 per cent. One of 
the signatories to that was the Premier of 
the Six Counties. I say that that was evi- 
dently the time that demand for payment 
of this compensation should have been made, 
The President of the Executive Council stated 
that it was a matter of courtesy. Was it a 
a of courtesy when they had a document 
signed ” 

President COSGRAVE said that the dis- 
cussion had been most irregular. It had 
heen suggested that he had not given a 
Straight answer to a straight question. He 
supposed that when the Deputy wakened up 
in the morning he would find out it was. The 
Deputy raised a question in the House, of 
which he got an explanation, and now he 
came along with a speech and another from 
his leader. 

His case as Minister for Local Govern- 
ment—he gave up military activity many 
years ago—was to look after the interests of 
the ratepayers, and he practically committed 
himself to ensure that, so far as they could 
possibly maintain it, lability in respect of 
criminal compensation code should not fall 
on the people. No such liability fell on the 
people. It was taken over by the State. 
That was not the case in Northern Ireland, 
and he advised them during the period of the 
Truce to acknowledge the Northern. Parlia- 
ment. That, too, was given on the advice 
of General Collins, and he (President Cos- 
grave) consulted other people whose advice 
was of service. That advice was sensible. 

The incident which happened in 1920 was 
reported by the Deputy there in 1927, but the 
Deputy went to the Parliament in the Shel- 
heurne Hotel in 1925. And then it was a matter 
that could have been raised, and was, in fart, 
raised in the Dail hy Deputy Morrissev. He 
(President Coserave) put it in his speech then 
that thev had naid their damages, but this 
was a liahility in respect. of another Govern- 
ment. and that no case had been put ub in 
that Parliament in resnect of compensation, 

ALL NONSENSE, 

It was all nonsense to say that the Govern- 
ment should pay this out of their bounty. No 
authority was given by the second Dáil or 
the Provisional Government for any military 
activities in Northern Ireland after the 
Treaty. 

Mr. AIKEN st this point rcse to inter- 
ject some remark, and there was some inter- 
runtion. 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy had 
made a statement and the President had a 
right to reply. 

Mr. COONEY (F.F., N. Dublin)—What 
about the rifles? 
President COSGRAVE—I ara answering 
Deputy Aiken, and speaking with the respon. 
sibility of a member of the Provisional Go- 
vernment, and with the knowledge of 
records which I examined during the last two

. Dr. WARD (F.F.,. Monaghan)—Who was

The SPEAKER—The President a 


to say what he thinks is true, and that right 
ust be maintained for him. 

President CUSUKRAVE—Not alone what is 
true, sir, but what J have verified from. my 
own distinct recollection. Surely, as 1 was 
present at every meoting of the Provisional 
Government, with the exception of one month, 
when 1 was iil, and as | have had the 
records exaniined, 1 can say that there is no 
countenance or any authority for any attacks 
on Northern Ireland, i deny any such state- 
ment. it is an untrue statement. 

Mr. DE VALERA here rose to speak, but 
the resident said, heatedly, ''The deputy 
spoke, and his coliéague benind him. it is 
ho ahair of mine that the deputy was elected 
not to sit anywhere. We have, surely, had 
enough of that farce. The exact time to raise 
this was when Deputy Morrissey raised it, 
and I answered it then. There is no truth— 
there 1s not a scintilla of truth—that the 
Provisional Government or the Dail Cabinet 
authorised or sanctioned or would have con- 
doned any attacks.”’ 

Mr, AifKEN—Will the President listen to 
proois? 

President COSGRAVE — The County 
Councils were urged by me to return in April, 

Mr, 8. T. O’KELLY (F.F., N. Dubhn)— 
Would one of your Ministers have gone behind 
your back? 

President COSGRAVE—I am speaking for 
the Government. 1 was most interested to 
hear General Aiken quoting the late General 
Collins. ‘this is like many another question 
that occurs in Parliament. This is not a 
means of helping the people in the North. 
There are means of helping them, and the 
Northern Parliament is the means. We have 
borne our own compensation, and it is not 
part of our business here to bear the cost of 
another place. 

I have already explained about the 10 per 
cent., but I have very little hope of con- 
vincing the deputy. 1 have made a respon- 
sible statement in regard to the 10 per cent., 
and [ stand over that. Alternative suggestions 
were made to me which I did not accept. If 
the deputy wishes to have any further in- 
formation with regard to the 10 per cent., 
there is one firm reinstated in business that 
got 10 per cent., and it has been secured in 
loans for practically half the compensation 
they were paid. I had many representations, 
and, notwithstanding the statement made by 
Deputy. Aiken, there are rsons whose 
property was destroyed in O'Connell street, 
and it comes very badly from those who were 
so indifferent to the sufferings of our 
Nationalists to come along now and say they 
are great fellows. It is not a party of sym- 
pathy we want, concluded the President. It 
is business. Go to the Northern Parliament 
and make the case there.

Captain REDMOND (National League, 
Waterford) asked whether the President had 
any information to give to the House with 
regard to the course a intended to pursue in 
view of the motion passed the previous day. 


President COSGRAVE said that he had

Captain REDMOND—Do I understand from 
the President’s reply that he intends to carry 
out the wishes of the House in the matter? 
President COSGRAVE—I have not con- 
sidered it. 

Captain REDMOND—Can the President 
give us any indication of when he intends to 
consider it? 
President COSGRAVE—I expect next week. 
On the motion of Mr. E. BLYTHE, Minister 
for Finance, the second reading of the Finance 
(No. 2) Bill, 1927, was passed without dis- 
cussion. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 
_ Mr. R. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork), resum- 
ing the debate on the vote for the sum of 
£150,000 for relief work, said that it was 
generally age that the sum was rela- 
tively small, and he hoped it would 
be expended in assisting local efforts. 
He had in mind, so far as Cork City was 
concerned, certain projects, which, with a 
little assistance, could be made paying pro- 
positions. The Post Office in Cork City had 
a scheme for the supplanting of the existing 
overhead wires by underground cables, and 
he suggested that that scheme should be 
proceeded with at once. They were told also 
that money was to be spent on sewerage and 
water works. He thought that the Commis- 
sioner for Cork should be urged to undertake 
sewerage work in that city in order to get a 
grant, 

Dr. WARD (F.F.; Monaghan) said the 
amount of the grant was altogether inade- 
quate. There was no use discussing such 
things as sewerage schemes. The Minister 
did appear to realise that a sewerage scheme, 
even on a small scale, entailed heavy finan- 
cial expenditure. If the question of sanita- 
tion were to be tackled at all he held it was 
of such importance that it should be tackled 
as a national question. The insanitary con- 
dition throughout the country must be faced 
sooner or later, and nothing could be more 
productive than a scheme that would improve 
the health of the people and the conditions 
under which they lived. 

They were spending large sums of money 
in the provision of all kinds of institutions 
for the treatment of disease, but they were 
not tackling the question of preventing 
disease. The Department of Public Health 
should give more attention to the prevention 
of disease, and one of the first things to do 
in connection with that was to improve hous- 
ing and sewerage conditions. He quoted the 
example of the town of Monaghan, where, 
he said, there was practically no means of 
disposing of sewerage. 

Mr. já DALY (Government, East Cork) 
complained that a scheme of 250 cottages in 
Fermoy had been held up, and he urged 
that a subsidy should be given towards the 
completion of the scheme. 


CAVAN'S PROBLEM. 

Mr. T. F. O'HANLON (Ind., Cavan) 
mentioned that there were 3,000 unemployed 
in Co, Cavan. He urged the necssity for pro- 
viding a water supply for the County 
Home, which in addition to being a 
great benefit to the Home, would provide 
work for some of the unemployed. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that 
the places far removed from the centres of 
employment should receive attention when 
the money was allocated. 

Mr. 1. J. O'DONOVAN (Farmers, West 
Cork) said that a proportion of the money 
should be made available for the improve- 
ment ot by-roads. 

Mr. M. HENNESSY (Govt., East Cork) 
spoke of the widespread unemployment in 
his constituency. “ 

Mr, P. J. RUTTLEDGE (Fianna Fail, 
North Mayo) stated that in previous schemes 
in County Mayo employment wr: given only 
to people who held the political beliefs of 
the Government. He hoped that preference 
would not be continued in the future. ‘There 
was also unfair preference given to ex- 
members of the National Ar 7, for whom, 
Le was aware, the highways and by-ways 
had been searched. 

Mr. D. CORKERY (F.f8., Cork, North) 
appealed for consideration for the people in 
his constituency, many of w' om, he said, 
never had a decent meal. Unemployment 
was very general, and one family in the 
district lost most of its members last winter 
through hunger. Instead of £150,000 a sum 
of one million would bo required to meet 
the case. 

Dr. WHITE (Govt., Waterford) advocated 
consideration for what he described as “ the 
most beautiful of Irish seaside resorts, Tra- 
more.” There were, he said, about thirty 
houses in danger there from coast erosion 
and the inroads of the sea. The reservoir 
which supplied the town required to be 
enlarged. 

Mr. M. Killalea (F.F., Galway), Mr. 
P. Clancy (Labour, Limerick), and Mr. 
M. P. Connolly (Govt., Longford-West- 
meath) advocated the claims of their respec- 
tive constituencies to the consideration cf 
the Government. 

Mr. T. POWELL (F.¥., Galway) said that 
the proper way would he to set up a Central 
Committee which would be able to weigh up 
the claims of different parts of the country 
for relief. The grant was not sufficient. 

Mr. FF. CAREY (Government, East Cork) 
said that local authorities ought to have some 
sense Of civic responsibility, and ask people 
to contribute some portion of the cost of 
local schemes. 

BOG ROADS. 

Mr. 8. JORDAN (F.F., Galway) urged the 
need of opening roads into the bogs. ' The 
turf had been cut away long since from the 
district in which roads ran, and people had in 
many places to carry turf in baskets on their 
backs halt a mile or so through the bog. He 
also urged that preferential treatment for ex- 
National Army men should cease. Relief 
work should be given irrespective of whether 
men were ex-National or British Army or ex: 
anything else. 

Mr. M. CONLON (Government, Roscommon) 
said that local authorities were not anxious 
to co-operate in working schemes. He men- 
tioned as an example that the Roscommon 
County Council had been offered a £5,4E0 


drainage scheme. The Board of Works 
peste to get £1,725 from the Minister for 
Finance, and all the County Council were 


asked to contribute was £36 a year for 
thirty-five years. Because it was offered by 
the Government the scheme was turned down. 

Mr. T. MULLINS (Fianna Fail, W. Cork) 
expressed surprise at the smallness of the 
amount allocated by the Government to 
relieve unemployment. If such a sum was 
passed it would, he thought, draw down the 
curses of the people on the head of any 
deputy who allowed it to pass without a 
protest. He urged that something should be 
dene for the distress in Castletownbere. 

Mr. R. HOLOHAN (Farmers, Carlow-Kil- 
kenny) pointed out that a number of road 
workers would be put out of employment at 
the end of the present month, and a grant 
to enable them to continue working would 
be very acceptable.

Mr. R. WALSH (F.F., South Mayo) advo- 
cated drainage schemes in his constituency, 
and said that if the County Council were to 
proceed with the proposals put up by the 
Government it would mean a burden on the 
rates of 40s. in the £. 

Dr. IT. HENNESSY (Government, South 
Dublin) said that he was glad to observe 
that so much attention had been devoted 
to sanitary matters, and he felt that the 
Minister for Public Health would have re- 
gard to that aspect of the debate. 

Mr. HUGO PLYNN (F.F., Cork) said that 
they must get some agreement on principle 
as to how and under what conditions money 
should be found and under what conditions 
it should be spent. He suggested that every 
thoughtful member of the House who felt a 
continuing responsibility for the recurrent 
yield of unemployment would formulate some 
rrinciple which would allow the House to 
decide how unemployment should be relieved, 
and under what burden to the community. 

Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance), con- 
cluding the debate, said that the sum oi 
£150,000 was not, perhaps, a very large sum, 
but it was £120,000 more than was expended 
in the same way last year, and, so far as the 
(Government couid find, it was as much as it 
would be possible to expend, taking care to 
have it spent econmically between now anv 
the end of the year. It might happen that 
schemes of such a character would be put up 
that more could be spent. 

On previous occasions about half the 
money, roughly, was expended through the 
local author.ties-—mostly urban authorities— 
and half was spent by the Land Commission. 
He mentioned that as an indication of how 
the money was likely to be expended. In 
really poor rural areas the best work that 
could be done to give employment was the 
making of vog roads. 


AN 'NDUCEMENT. 


The whole cost of sewerage and water- 
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works in towns could not be paid out of the 
vote, but sufficient would be allocated to 
induce the Councils to get on with these 
works. Nothing could be done except in 
those cases where preparations for such 
schemes were fairly well advanced. There 
were towns which had schemes ready, and 
nothing holding them up except the want ot 
money. They would try to spend money

mostly where. the want was greatest, having 
regard to the desirability of doing something 
of some value. Nothing in the matter of 
drainage work could be done in the winter. 
With reference to the subsidy given to 
Cobh Dockyard, he had grave doubts about 
the principle of that. The difficu!ty about it 
was that if they paid that subsidy—except 
for a very limited period—to any one firm, 
it was difficult to say why it should not be 


paid to any other firm, and that would lead 
to enormous difficulties. 

No matter what sum was voted for relief, 
deputies would say that it was inadequate, 
but they should bear in mind that, if they 
were to find money regularly for this, they 
would have to find it by taxation, and if 
they increased the burden of taxation they 
would tend to lessen employment in other 
directions. 

The real difficulty was to get schemes that 
were economic, or nearly economic. There 
was no easy way out of the difficulty.

LOCAL ELECTIONS. 

On the Committee stage of the Local Elec- 
tions Bill, 1927, on Section 3, which embodies 
the enactments in’ relation to dissolved 
authorities, Mr. SEAN FRENCH (F.F., Cork) 
said that the only excuse given for the postpone- 
ment of the election for Cork Borough was 
that the Government was considering the 
Greater Dublin report. They could find in 
Cork representatives of all sections who 
would be prepared to outline the headings of 
a bill for the future government of the city, 
and which, he thought, would satisfy tlw 
House | 

Local government by an individual. no 
mutter how efficient, was wrong in principle, 
and the cortinuance of government by Com- 
missioners could only be agreed to on three 
conditions :—(1) Corruption on the part of 
public representatives; (2) established im- 
efficiency ; (5) peculiar circumstances. It was 
admitted* that the first two did not apply to 
Cork, and tuere were no peculiar circum- 
stances in Cois; that would prevent the people 
from selecting their representatives, who alone 
could give a fair expression of the people s 
wishes, and who cculd give reasonable advice 
on the government of the city. 

They were told that certain people were at- 
tempting to foster a bill for the management 
of the city, ' but,” he added, ‘“‘a Rotary 
luncheon at the Victoria Hotel was not going 
to make regulations for the government of the 
city. Although they had had the grant for 
the rebuilding of the City Hall, not a stone 
of it had yet heen built, and the consequence. 
was that there was no place in which to 
entertain distinguished visitors to the city. 
The bill itselt was a source of disappointment, 
and he believed that most members of public 
bodies would agree that the representation on 
them was too large. 

THE PROGRESSIVE ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. Kk. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork City) said 
there had been no charge of corruption or 
jobbery against the Cork Corporation, but the 
charge was brought about by a section of 
the Cork community who were now, and al- 
ways had been, opposed to the social and 
national aspirations of the common people 
of the country. It was brought about 
by the Progressive Association, which was 
composed of every reactionary element 
in the borough. 

There was no justification for dissolving 
the Cork Corporation. On the suggestion of 
the City Commissioner, portion of the money 
awarded for rebuliding the City Hall was 
diverted towards buiiding houses for the 
people, but the class of houses built was 
such that no working man could afford to 
pay for them. The bill should be amended 
so as to allow the election for Cork City to 
take place. 

There was growing up in Cork, as in every 
place where Commissioners functioned, a lack 
of the civic spirit. In every community 
civic spirit was a valuable asset. The time 
had come when the people of Cork should be 
allowed to attend to ther own business with- 
out interference. 

MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. R. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, fod that the Cork Corporation 
was dissolved on the ground that its duties 
were not effectively discharged. There was 
a full inquiry, and every consideration was 
given to the report on the inquiry. The time 
would come whe the Cork Corporation would 
be restored, and if there were any clear-cut 
ideas in Cork as to how the city should be 
governed he /would not: place any obstacle 
in the way of their being put into legislation. 

With the question of Greater Dublin being 
examined, they could learn lessons that might 
be of advantage to Cork when they came to 
consider the type of organisation that should 
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been, or would be, graded by the members 
of the Irish Flour Millers’ Association. 

It was hoped to conduct milling and baking 
tests with the produce harvested this year, 
as was done with that which was harvested 
in 1926. The surplus produce of the 1925 and 
1926 plots had been largely used for seed 
purposes.

The fellows and members of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, at their annual meeting 
in London yesterday, passed a_ resolution 
again affirming the desirability of admitting 
members to direct representation upon the 
Coune:l of the College, and recording their 
regret that the Council, in taking a postal 
vote of its fellows on the question, should 
have issued simultaneously a statement of so 
biassed and partisan a nature and omitted

Sir Berkeley Moynihan, the President, said 
that the Council, in view of the fact that the 
feliows had voted against the proposal, de- 
cided not to take steps at present to alter 
the constitution of the College so as to give 
members direct representation on the body. 

Replving to some criticisms, the President 
said that nothing could be further from the 
truth than the suggestion that there was an 
undercurrent of hostility in the Council to 
the inembers. 

Dr. Sidney Lawrence--—I have told you your 
aims have never embraced us yet. 

The President—They were open. 

Dr. Ernest E. Ware, who moved the re-

THE TROUT OF KERRY, 


(By “ Derry Quin.’’) 
_ There is never anything so perfect that 
it cannot be bettered. It does not suffice 
in these hustling and exacting times to gay 
“good enough,” because the eternal 
craving for a tiny bit better is the normal 
urge of every-day life. This applies very 
specially to Ireland, where the tendency 
exists in some places to be satisfied that 


for our visitors. 

_ Concerning sport in general, and fishing 
in particular, the good things that this 
country has to offer are fairly well known 
—perhaps, they might be better known. 
For instance, I am asked for advice as to 
where to go for certain kinds of fishing, 
and, if I cannot give a reply from my own 
knowledge, the usual course is to refer the 
inquirer to Sheringham’s “Where to 
Fish.’’ Excellent as the book is, it must 
be about as puzzling as Bradshaw’s Rail- 
way Guide to a complete stranger to Ire- 
lantd. 

Naturally, one wants to recommend a 
visitor to come to one’s own county. In 
this instance it is Kerry, where there are 
acres of free water and a superfluity of 
wonderful scenery, but the point is bound 
to crop up sooner or later: ‘‘Is there good 
trout fishing in Kerry ?’’ or, alternatively, 
‘Is there fishing for good trout in 
Kerry?” If by trout they mean sea-trout, 
I would say, “ Come and try your luck’’; 
but, if they ask for good brown trout, it 
would be sheer fraud to pretend that they 
can be got in any numbers, if at all. That 
being so, it may be that we in Kerry are 
not making the most of our splendid lakes 
and rivers, and are thereby shaping 
towards losing a large class of future 
inquirers for fishing. The same may be 
true of other places in the Free State, but 
I am only attempting to raise the point 
where it concerns fishing that I know 
fairly well. : 

TWO CLASSES OF FISHING. 

Fresh-water fishine has to be divided 
into two classes—mizgratory, which in- 
cludes salmon, grilse and sea-trout, and 
resident, which consists of brown trout 
and coarse fish, which latter may be 
ignored as almost non-existent. Opinions 
may differ about the respective merits of 
the two classes. Each in its own way 
has its own particular attractions. It is 
not right or wise to neglect one and con- 
centrate on the other, because they occur 
both together and apart. Many waters 
are now only attractive during the 
limited season when the migratory species 
are in. They might easily add two 
months of useful attractiveness by having 
attention paid to improvement of the 
rative stock. Comparisons are worthless 
because so much depends on individual 
likes and dislikes, plus the important 
point that many visitors who can get one 
class of fishing in their native land will 
come to Ireland to make acquaintance 
with the other. There are hosts of fisher- 
men, of whom I am one, who infinitely 
prefer to catch good brown trout. It 
may be ‘‘cussedness,’’ but the fact 
remains. 

Casting back over a period of forty odd 
years, one is bound to admit that good 
brown trout—meaning thereby trout of 
one pound and upwards—are few and far 
between in the Kingdom. A similar 
retrospect of salmon and sea-trout fishing 
would show a wavy line of ups and downs, 
bug on the whole, a fairly constant 
average, and, in view of the enormous 
increase in rods, there is nothing much 
to complain about, except that many 
rivers could be vastly improved by pro- 
tection and by local hatcheries. The 
licence duty is commended by those who do 
not feel it, and ‘‘ groused at ” by the great

ARTIFICIAL HELP NEEDED. 
County Kerry has a very valuable asset 
in its rivers and lakes. As a scenic 
attraction it is too well known to need my 


| advertisement ; as a fishing ground it is 


good, but undoubtedly it could be far 
better. I am referring to brown trout 
only. There are hundreds of lakes that 
hold myriads of brown trout of a small 
inbred size, and there are some that are 
wholly blank. The rivers do not hold 
good-sized trout. The question is, can 
they be improved, and is there suitable 
and sufficient feeding to nourish larger 
fish? The addition to, and changing of, 
the stock is merely a question of ways 
and means, but would it be money thrown 
away on a barren enterprise? 

The general question of feeding for 
trout is one for experts, but, to judge by 
comparisons with other places, it seems 
to follow that where the land is rich the 
feeding will alsd be rich, and vice versa. 
If that is the key to the question, then I 
fear the greater part of the Kerry fishing 
must remain poor until some artificial 
help is given. Possibly the Fishery 
Department would take the matter up. 
I am sure that Mr. Richmond, of the 
Solway fisheries, Dumfries, would be able 
to say if such treatment is possible. 

QUANTITY BAGS. 

A few monsters of twelve and fourteen 
pounds taken from time to time in the 
big Kerry lakes are no index of the 
general run of fish to be caught. The 
monsters are merely cannibals, grown 
heavy at the expense of their lesser 
brethren, the average weight of which 
is slightly less than a quarter of a pound. 
When we compare that with the pub- 
lished records of well-known Scottish 
lochs it is so far below requirements as 
to appear ridiculous. The standard 
aimed at on Loch Lomond is better than 
half a pound per fish. The standard at 
present accepted on Killarney Lakes and 
most of the Kerry waters is nearer one 
fifth of a pound. A fisherman cannot be 
expected to come here for scenery and 
pinkeens. He may come once, but he is 
sure to be disappointed. ‘ 

But, it may be argued, there is 
quantity, if not quality. The days of 
quantity bags are nearly over. One good 
trout counts more in the estimation of 
modern fishermen than six fingerlings. 
I think that all the big lakes, and many 
of the rivers, could, and should, hold 
better trout. Some sacrifice of quantity 
for quality might be necessary, but 
whether it could be done by changing the 
stock, and the usual methods applicable 
elsewhere, would depend on the nourish- 
ment available, or on the trouble and cost 
of creating nourishment. I am quite 
sure that visitors 4nd a great majority of 
native trout fishermen would welcome a 
five-shilling tax on brown trout fishing if 
the average weight rose to half a pound as 
a result. 

The matter of accommodation is solving 
its own problems year by year on the 
main tourist routes. Off the beaten track 
it still may be somewhat rough and ready. 
Boats may be leaky or non-existent, but 
native courtesy and a keen eye to the 
value of attracting the goose with the 
golden egg, and not plucking that bird 
excessively, will surely induce it to come 
again and bring a friend. They like, 
however, to get stuck in, and not by, some- 


thing substantial.

Sin,—From the Press reports of a prosecu- 
tion in the Dublin District Court, arising 
out of an incident on the evening of Remem- 
brance Day, I see that Mr. District Justice 
Cussen refers to the Flanders poppy as a 
‘‘ party emblem.” I would point out to Mr. 
Cussen that the Flanders poppy has no party 
or even national character. It is worn the 
world over on November 11th as the emblem 
of remembrance. Furthermore, permission is 
obtained each year from the police authori- 
ties for the sale of poppies. I wonder if 
similar permission has been asked for and 
granted to the sellers of ‘‘ Easter lilies.” 

Counsel for the defendant referred to a 
demonstration of poppy-wearers on the night 
in question.

IRISH INDUSTRY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I am glad to see from letters in 
your issue of yesterday that interest in the 
manufacture of Irish cement and Irish 
pottery is reviving. I think the cement is 
certain to materialise before long, and I have 
for some years tried to awaken interest, with 
practical results, in the possibilities of orna- 
mental, though simple, pottery as a home 
industry in Wexford and elsewhere. I hope, 
however, that in pushing such an industry 
the real value of the ag deposits in the 
South-East may not be neglected. In Wex- 
ford, at least, there are enormous deposits of 
highly siliceous and almost limeless clays 
that invite exploitation for such manufac- 
tures as sewer and drain pipes, sanitary ware 
in general, gingerbeer, ink and stoneware 
bottles generally and similar articles. The 
great waste through breakage in transport of 
such articles as sewer pipes and general 
Sanitary ware hardly needs comment. 

Wexford might supply Ireland if necessary. 
Some of the ail hold little iron, and such 
might be used íor high-class table-ware in 
course of time. The majority are ferruginous, 
and, this being so, the absence of lime is 
important, as, while lime is nearly infusible, 
a combination of lime and iron will make a 
clay run like water. Being very siliceous, 
they take a salt glaze freely and have been

fully tested in this respect. They have been 
called marls, butethis is very misleading. It 
is possible that some of the low-lying clays 
may have been covered by marl up to one 
hundred years ago and that this has all been 
removed for manure; but it is certain that 
there has been very little marl left for at 
least forty years. ‘‘Marl,” of course, 
should contain 15 per cent. of lime. These 
clays contain, perhaps, 1 per cent. or gener- 
ally less. The question is worth considera- 
tion: by capitalists.—Yours, etc., 
JoHNSON PasHA.

The butcher seemed 
a bit flabbergasted at my knowing the price, 
and I left him. If the consumers in general 
would study wholesale prices and refuse to 
pay the exorbitant prices asked, they would 
soon stop “ profiteering,” but most of them 
never take the trouble to work out what the 
rice per cwt., means per Ib., and vice versa. 
bi course, with many things this is impo#- 
sible, especially with ig is les that are sold 
per tray, per float, per load, etc.; and I sug- 
gest that some other way of selling these 
articles should be adopted, so that the differ- 
ence between wholesale and retail prices could 
be better compared. Fish, too, is sold in the 
wholesale market in such a way as to make 
it impossible to compare prices. Fruit is 
another thing that requires to have prices 
given that could be understood; but I doubt, 
even if this were done, that the modern 
housewife would take the trouble to work 
out what she should pay.—Yours, etc.,

The abandonment oí the amalgamation 
of Dublin hospitals was referred to by Dr. 
Moorhead at the annual meeting of the 
Linen Guild of the Royal City of Dublin 
Hospital yesterday. 

Three years ago five of the Dublin 
clinical hospitals agreed to amalgamate ; 
but the necessary financial aid was not 
forthcoming, either from public subscrip- 
tions or from the Rockefeller Institute, so 
that the question of fusion, at any rate 
on a big scale, had to be abandoned. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State 
opened the new Deep Therapy and 
Scientific Research Wards. 


ACTIVITIES OF LINEN 


GUILD. 


. 


APPEAL FOR NEW MEMBERS. 


Miss Buchanan, Deputy Chairman, who 
presided at the meeting of the Linen Guild, 
said that some people might regard that 
branch of hospital work as a very minor 
matter; but it was the foundation on which 
the success of a modern hospital depended. 
On behalf of the matron she begged of the 
many ladies present, who were knitters, to 
knit stockings and little vests for children. 

Mrs. Gaal dev; Hon. Secretary, submitted 
the annual report, which stated that during 
the year the members of the Guild had 
organised various activities to make sufficient 
money to buy the necessary linen. As the 
subscriptions. of members bring in less than 
half the annual estimate they had to rely 
on the proceeds of sales and soforth. They 
appealed specially for new members, as un- 
fortunately in the last few years they lost 
many more than they gained. 

DEMAND FOR LINEN. 

The Hon. Mrs. Noel Guinness, proposing 
the adoption of the report, alluded to the 
big demand there was for linen in a hospital, 
and they could appreciate that from the fact 
that there were 150 beds in the hospital, 
though all of them were not regularly 
occupied, because, as they knew, they treated 
fever cases in a part of the institution. Many 
very poor patients came in there for treat- 
ment, and so bad were their clothes that they 
had to destroy them, and before they went 
home these clothes had to be replaced, and 
the hospital looked to the Linen Guild to 
provide them. 

When they remembered the struggle that 
hospitals in Dublin had to keep their heads 
above water before the war, and that the 
moneyed classes had left the country in the 
meantime., they could realise how great was 
their difficulty. 
was a wonderful testimony to the devoted 
labours of the medical profession, hospital 
staff and the ladies’ committee. 

Fach Dublin hospital spent on linen some- 
thing between £200 and £300 a year, and if 
the hospitals could amalgamate their orders 
the results, she was sure, would be reduced 
terms to the hospitals. 

Major Whewell, in seconding, congratulated 
the Linen Guiid on the excellent work that 
they were doing for the hospital. 

The motion was passed. 

ORIGIN OF LINEN GUILDS. 

Dr. Moorhead, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman, stated that in 
ancient Ireland it was the custom for the 
chieftains in every district to assemble all 
the women of the district from time to time 
in the great halls of their houses, in order 
that these women might be taught the arts 
of housecraft, and more especially the arts 
of needlework and of embroidery. The work 
thus done served the needs of the netghbour- 
ing houses; and so, he thought, this custom 
might be regarded as constituting the real 
origin of linen guilds. In modern hospitals 
linen guilds played an important part, and 
they made an enormous difference to the con- 
fort and welfare of the patients. 


QUESTION OF AMALGAMATION. 
Dr. Moorhead then referred to the ques- 
tion of amalgamation of hospitals. He said 
that three years ago five of the Dublin 
clinical hospitals agreed to amalgamate on 
condition ‘hat cullsien’ money could be 
obtained for the purpose. He regretted to 
say that it had been quite impossible to 
obtain the necessary financial aid, either 
from public subscriptions or from the Rocke- 
feller Institute, and he wished to state 
definitely now that the question of. amal- 
gamation, at any rate on a big scale, must 
be abandoned. He was anxious that this 
fact should be known, because many people 
were unaware of the fact that the scheme 
had been abandoned. He felt that, for the 
present, each hospital should endeavour to 
rally around itself its own supporters and 
to develop on its own lines, 

He congratulated the Board of the Royal 
City of Dublin’ Hospital on their courage 
and their foresight in establishing new 
wards, and a new therapeutic department 
for cases of malignant disease. Everyone 
was aware that cancer was on the increase, 
and he had much hope that, as a result of 
close investigation and study in the new 
wards, combined with investigation of 
ifferent methods of treatment, many new 
a of importance would be brought to 
ight. 


CANCER RESEARCH. 

Mr. Seton Pringle, seconding, said that 
they were all aware that at the conclusion 
of the meeting the Governor-General had 
consented to open the new Cancer and Deep 
Therapy Department of the Hospital, and 
he wished to take this opportunity of dealing 
with a possible misapprehension on the part 
of the public. 

He did not want them to confuse this 
new hospital department with another new 
effort in connection with the cancer problem, 
about which they might have heard, and of 
which he hoped a good deal more would be 
heard as time went on. He referred to the 
National Cancer Campaign (Ireland). This 
latter body was concerned entirely with re- 
search into the cause of, and the results of 
treatment in, cancer. It was controlled by 
a Council, consisting of delegates from most 
of the scientific bodies in Ireland. 


_ THE NATIONAL CAMPAIGN. 

This Council had no connection financially, 
nor was it in any way under the control of 
the hospital authorities. The latter had 
merely offered to the Council the use of 
three laboratories, where the scientific work 
could be «carried on. This offer had been 
accepted, as the Council recognised the 
necessity of starting research in a small 
way; but the National Cancer Campaign 
looked forward to the time when their 
financial ne would be such as would 
permit of their having a Cancer Institute 
on the same lines as in other cities. 

In the meantime, although their Jabora- 
tories happened to be situated in a wing of 
the building, their work was absolutely in- 
i “gen oí the hoapital. 

le motion was adopted. 


SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 
DEEP THERAPY BY X-RAYS, 


The Governor-General of the Free State 
declared open the new Deep Therapy and 
Scientific Research Wards, in the presence of 
a large gathering of friends and supporters 
of the hospital, as well as of those interested 
in the cure of malignant diseases. 

Mr. R. W. Booth, on behalf of the 
directors of the hospital, welcomed the 
Governor-General and handed to him the keys 
of the new departments, a description of 
which appeared in yesterday’s Irish Temes.

| IRISH SUGAR-BEET 


SUCCESS. 


GOOD PROSPECTS FOR 
COMING SEASON. 


—— 


Twelve months ago, on the 15th November, 
1926, the manufacture of sugar began at the 
Carlow Beet Factory. Reviewing the results 
of the first year’s operations the Trish Trade 


Journal says :— 
While a minimum of 5,000 acres of beet 


was originally stipulated, the area actual] 
sown under contract in the season 1926- 

was 9,423 Statute acres, distributed over 
eleven counties as follows :—

factory from Cork, Limerick, and elsewh 
These consignments were, however, not 
rown under contract with the company, 
They were the produce of experimental plots 
of the Department of Lands and Agriculture, 
the growers of which exercised their option 
of sending the beet to the Carlow Factory. 


EUROPEAN PRODUCT BEATEN. 


The total yield of beet for 9,425 acres was 
85,588 tons (factory weight), representing an 
average of over nine tons per acre. The 
amount paid by the company to the growers 
for their beet was £255,000. Sugar content 
averaged 17.3 per cent., a figure excelled only 
by Czecho-Slovakia. Average contents in 
other countries are :—Russia, 16.5 per cent; 
Belgium, 15.5 per cent. ; Germany, 14.42 per 
cent. 

Three grades of first-class sugar were pro- 
duced—large crystals, medium crystals, and 
fine crystals. 

The total output of the factory was :— 

12,000 tons of sugar. 

1,1 1» ogg We pulp. 

3,000 », dried pulp. 

2,500 sugar pulp. 

3,500 ,, ,, treacle (molasses), . 

Although the company did not succeed in 
selling the whole of the pulp in this country, 
beet-growers and other farmers showed com- 
mendes enterprise in eo with the 
factory’s by-products. hey purchased from 
the company a much larger’ proportion of 
these by-products than British facteries were 
able to sell in Great Britain during the first 
years of their existence. The remainder of 
the pulp was exported. 

EMPLOYMENT AFFORDED. 


During the operating season nearly 800 men 
were employed during a period of about 100 
days. After the close of the season more 
than 200 men continued to be employed on 
the cleaning and repairing of the machinery. 
To these numbers must be added the workers 
engaged on the growth and transport of beet, 
the extraction of ‘Irish coal and limestone, 
and the making of the sugar bags. The sum 
paid by the company in wages and salaries 
during the season was £100,000, while the 
outlay on material bought in Ireland (in- 
cluding coal, limestone and bags), was 
£50,000. 

Prospects for the coming season are good. 
Over 15,000 acres have been contracted for by 
nearly 6,500 farmers. If the same yield and 
sugar content are obtained a crop of nearly 
125,000 tons of beet may be expected, which 
will mean án output of about 18,000 tons of 
sugar, or about one-sixth of the total sugar 
requirements of the country.

The Better Way. 


The Free State Government's defeat on 
Captain Redmond’s motion had no sequel 
in Dáil Eireann yesterday; for President 
Cosgrave has deferred an announcement of 
his intentions until next week. We hope 
that wisdom will use the interval to mend 
a blunder from which only the State’s 
enemies can profit. Three courses are 
open to the Government. In the first 
place, accepting the Ddil’s vote as an 
instruction, it may “ appoint forthwith a 
Commission to investigate and report on 
the circumstances of the British ex-Service 
men in the Irish Free State and their 
claims.’’ Such a decision could have no 
good results. Mr. Cosgrave has declared 
that the British Government would resent 
the proposed inquiry, and, even if he is 
mistaken, that Government’s position, 
after Wednesday’s incidents in the Dail, 
would be difficult and delicate. Further- 
more, since Captain Redmond’s motion had 
Fianna -Fail’s support, members of Mr. 
de Valera’s party could not be excluded 
from the personnel of the Commission 
which would investigate the ‘ex-Service 
men’s “claims, if any, against the British 
Government.” Here Mr. de Valera would 
have a fine opportunity to make trouble 
between the British and Free State 
Governments, and we cannot doubt that he 
would employ it to the full. Well may the 
Irish ex-Service men say, Non tali 
auxilio. Bad as their situation is now, it 
would be far worse if their claims should 
become a factor in the bitter strife of Free 
State parties. In the new circumstances, 
therefore, they must fear, rather than de- 
sire, the proposed Commission, and a 
Commission which the ex-Service men do 
not desire would be absurd. 

The second course, if Mr. Cosgrave 
chooses to adopt it, is quite simple. He 
can propose a motion to rescind, by direct 
or indirect ‘means, the Ddil’s decision. 
Such a motion, proposed as a question of 
confidence, would be in no danger of 
defeat. At present the Government can 
lose divisions only through stupidity or 
surprise; for it has a secure, if small, 
majority in the House. It has the further 
guarantee that at this time no other party 
has any wish to dethrone it. Thus Mr. 
Cosgrave can rescind the Ddil’s decision 
next week with ease and safety, but we 
are convinced that such action, unquali- 
fied and unconditional, would be a grave 
error. The Government’s mere refusal, 
supported by the Ddil, to appoint the pro- 
posed Commission would be interpreted 
everywhere as a rejection of the ex- 
Service men’s plea for a fair hearing. It 
would be so interpreted by the men them- 
selves, by their friends in Ireland and 
England, and, perhaps, by some members 
of the British Government. Mr. Cosgrave 
must not suffer himself to. be put in a 
position that would do him injustice ; for 


we are sure that he has no grudge 
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he to do? Fortunately, there is a third 
course—the course of compromise; and 
here, as we think; there are no difficulties 
save such as arise from personal feelings. 
Perhaps, the personal element was allowed 
to have too much influence in Wednes- 
day’s debate. Good temper is a precious 
virtue in public affairs, and our politicians 
oi all parties still have something to learn 
from our sportsmen, who realise that— 
No game was ever yet worth a rap 
Fer a rational man to play, 
Into which no accident, no mishap, 
Could possibly find its way. 

Between Captain Redmond’s views and 
those of the Government—as represented 
by Major Cooper’s amendment—there is 
no difference of principle; it is merely a 
discord of procedure. They agree that 
the ex-Service men’s claims against the 
British and Free State Governments ought 
to be investigated. Surely a conference 
between Mr. Cosgrave and Captain 
Redmond—or, at any rate, between 
accredited representatives of the 
Service men and of the Executive Council 
—could evolve a common plan by which 
remedies might be sought for the hard- 
ships of some half-million citizens of the 
Saorstát. If such a conference were 
arranged and were successful, Mr. Cosgrave 
could introduce his rescinding motion next 
week with no danger of misunderstand- 
ing. He would be able to announce, on 
the one hand, that the motion was being 
proposed with Captain Redmond’s consent 
and support, and, on the other, that the 
Government was prepared to facilitate an 
examination of the ex-Service meh’s claims, 
The motion would be passed, the parlia- 
mentary situation would be regularised, 
and the ex-Service men’s welfare would 
be promoted. The Government, as we 
think, has little to fear from an inquiry 
into its own obligations to the ex-Service 
men, and its advocacy of their claims— 
in so far as those claims are well- 
founded—against the British Government 
might have beneficial results for the whole 
State. A real building campaign, for 
instance, by a Land Trust galvanised 
from Whitehall would mean a large ex- 
penditure in the Free State, and a sound 
scheme of subsidised emigration for ex- 
Service men would help to solve the Free 
State’s problem of unemployment. Most 
earnestly, therefore, do we commend to 
Mr. Cosgrave the policy of co-operation 
and good-will.

Germany ”s Loans. 
The recent memorandum which was 
handed to the German Government by 
Mr. Parker Gilbert, Agent-General in 
Berlin under the Dawes reparation 
scheme, seems to have had a salutary 
effect. Mr. Gilbert reminded the German 
Government that it would be faced next 
year with very heavy liabilities towards 
the Allies, and drew its attention in a 
friendly manner to the way in which 
public money was being squandered 
throughout thecountry. This extravagance, 
he insisted, was quite out of keeping 
with Germany’s financial position. The 
Agent-General did not take this rather 
unusual step without good cause. Since 
the currency was stabilised in Germany 
there has been a regular riot of public 
expenditure. Big corporations in the 
United States, anxious to find some outlet 
for their vast accumulations of cash, have 
been competing with one another to 
provide loans to the Germans, and money 
has been pouring into the Fatherland. 
These loans have been devoted to al] sorts 
of purposes. Their recipients have been 
chiefly municipalities which have pledged 
their credit te the hilt in order to build 
public baths, sports grounds, casinos and 
other urban luxuries. Naturally, the ex- 
penditure of so much money has created a 
situation of some difficulty; for the 
German municipalities now are in the 
debt of private firms in the United States, 
and when the Agent-General comes to 
collect the Dawes annuities he may find 
that there are no funds to meet his claims. 
It has been suggested that the Germans 
are trying deliberatel¥ to bring about this 
condition of affairs in order to escape 
their liabilities under the Dawes scheme, 
and that next year, when the full weight 
of the annuities begins to bear upon the 
country, they will enter a plea of poverty, 
hoping thereby to secure a modification of 
the Dawes terms from the Allies. 
Fortunately, however, Mr. Parker Gilbert 
has foreseen this danger. He has given 
the Berlin Government ample warning, 
and, if it ignores his friendly hint, it will 
have no grievance against the Allies. 
Already the American lending firms have 
taken fright. Before the Agent-General’s 
statement, for instance, the municipality 
of Frankfurt on the Main, one of the 
richest cities in Germany, almost had 
concluded arrangements for a big loan in 
New York. The terms that were offered 
were very reasonable—the loan was to 
have been made at the rate of 6 per cent., 
with an effective price of 935. When 
Mr. Parker Gilbert issued his warning all 
negotiations were suspended for some 
weeks, and when they were resumed the 
American lending corporation announced 
that it no longer could offer its previous 
terms. Frankfurt now can give its loan 
at 87 bearing six per cent., or at 90 bear- 
ing 64 per cent. The American lenders 
ought to have stiffened their ' prices 
long ago; but now that a start has been 
made, the eagerness of the Germans to 
borrow probably will begin to flag. 
Their lawful debts to the Allies must 
take precedence over all their other 
obligations. 


The Sultan of Morocco’ 


The death of Mulai Yusef, Sultan of 
Morocco, may be regarded as marking 
the close of an important chapter in 
Moroccan history. Since the beginning of 
the present century Morocco has been in 
u state of political ferment, which is but 
the outward sign of intellectual revolution, 
In 1912, when a French protectorate over 
the greater part of the country was ad- 
mitted by the Powers, the Sultan Mulai 
Hafid abdicated, to be succeeded by Mulai 
Yusef, his brother. During the fifteen- 
year reign of the new Sultan there were 
repeated rebellions against the French 
protectorate and the Spaniards occupy-

temporal and spiritual head of the 
Moroccan people, in reality became a 
figure-head of the French occupation. 
Raisuli defied the established order, and 
for years was the darling of the Moorish 
tribes, preying on both French and 
Spanish holdings. Ultimately the rebel 
went over to the European side, and 
rendered assistance to the Spaniards in 
their war against a greater rebel than 
he—Abdel Krim. From strength to 
strength the Riffs, or mountain tribes, 
advanced under Abdel Krim’s brilliant 
leadership. The Spaniards were all but 
swept into the sea, and the French lines 
were rolled back until it seemed that an 
independent Riff State was secure of 
establishment. A supreme effort by the 
Spanish Dictator and a great French 
Marshal was needed to recover the lost 
ground and to capture the rebel leader ; 
but at last this was achieved. [For the 
closing two years of his life Mulai Yusef 
ruled, under French direction, a peaceful 
country. His successor, according to 
Moroccan custom, will be elected by the 
legal corporation from the Shereefian 
family ; and it is believed that French in- 
fiuence will dictate the election of Mulai 
Yusef’s son. The monarchy, however, 
never again can enjoy its superstitious 
authority of old. The future in Morocco 
will be determined either by European 
influence or by the modernised Islam re. 
presented by the late rebel movement.

Coloured Trade Unions. 


A remarkable problem has arisen to 
perplex the Nationalist-Labour coalition 
which rules in South Africa. In 1920 a 
purely native trade union was established 
in Cape Town by Mr. Clements Kadalie, 
a coloured leader. To-day this Lody, 
called the Industrial and Commercial 
Workers’ Union, and popularly known as 
the I.C.U., has branches in all the 
provinces of the South African Union, and 
claims a total membership of 80,000. In 
the Transvaal and Natal there are other 
unions of coloured workers, African and 
Indian, and when their numbers are 
added to that of Mr. Kadalie’s union, 
the total number of separately organised 
non-European workers exceeds the tvtal 
membership of either of the two large 
groups of white trade unions.. “ From this 
arithmetical fact,’’ says the Cape Town 
Correspondent of The Times, ‘‘ rises the 
international difficulty." As a member 
of the International Labour Office, South 
Africa has bound itself to send every 
year to the Labour Conference at Geneva 
a workers’ delegate chosen by the Govern- 
ment in consultation with the most repre 
sentative workers’ organisation in the 
country. This year the white unions 
could not agree on a candidate to be sub- 
mitted to the Government for nomination. 
The coloured unions, however, combined, 
and presented Mr. Kadalie as South 
African representative. The Government 
refused, in the circumstances, to nominate 
any candidate, and when Mr. Kadalie 
defiantly went before the Credentials Com- 
mittee at Geneva he was held to lack 
authorisation for admission to the Con- 
ference. For the present year the problem 
has been shelved, but how long will the 
South African Government be able to 
persist in refusing recognition to the 
unions of coloured men? That is the sharp 
point of South Africa’s new problem.

Mr. Prohack was a Treasury official, who, 
in his own opinion, did valuable service to 
the country during the war. In his wife’s 
opinion, the safety of the country was en- 
tirely due to him; yet, as is the way of 
Governments, his services had not been 
adequately rewarded, and a few years after 
the war he was obliged to tell his family one 
evening at dinner that household expenses 
must be cut down, and they must move into 
a smaller house. 

At this point an acquaintance, whem ke 
had not seen for some years, arrived with the 
news that a mutual friend had left them each 
two hundred thousand pounds. This piece of 
information was received with becoming cool- 
ness by Mr. Prohack, but when he was alone 
he let himself go to the extent of dancing 
round the room, and when the news was 
communicated to his wife there was great ex- 
citement. His son, Charles, took scme 
magnificent offices and speculated wildly in 
tin. After a very short time his father 
was informed «that the boy stood to lose 
something like a hundred thousand pounds. 
With this knowledge fresh in his mind, Mr. 
Prohack himself invested a hundred thousand 
pounds, the other half of his fortune, in oil. 

During the course of a reception at the 
luxurious house, which he had taken to please 
his wife, Mr. Prohack learns that his son 
had actually lost the hundred thousand. If 
his own investment proved a failure, their 
fortune would be entirely lost. 

Nothing, however—if one were to believe 
Mr. Prohack—would please him more. He 
had not a moment’s peace since he had been 
rich; he had been so busy that he had 
actually become unpunctual; he was obliged 
to attend parties that he hated—in short, he 
preferred poverty. His wife, a charming 
little woman, agreed with him. Yet each 
time the telephone bell rang he sprang up 
with a nervousness which he could not con- 
ceal, and when the news finally came through 
that his speculation was successful, and his 
fortune increased, he and his wife, who 
had been bravely acting to each other, were 
overjoyed. 

This play, which is by Mr. Arnold Bennett 
and Mr. Edward Knoblock, and was pro- 
duced at the Court Theatre, owed its success 
entirely to the individuality of Mr. Prohack. 
The charm of his personality was such 
that he kept the audience rocking with 
delighted laughter. He was a humourist who 
uttered the drollest and most unexpected 
witticisms; he was a grown-up child whom 
everybody loved, and was a most entertaining 
study in psychology. Mr. Charles Laughton, 
who, to the delight of the audience, had made 
himself up to look exactly like Mr. Arnold 
Bennett, gave a really admirable perform- 
ance. His study of this middle-aged, lovable 
man was a wonderful piece of acting.

Party and its virtual extinction for a 
time, completely depriving him of 4 
chance to regain his position.

But to hear them 
blithely outlining elaborate and costly relief 
works for their own particular districts one 
would imagine, as a deputy put it, that they 
were discussing the allocation of £15,000,000.

CORK MEN FOR CORK, 


At 7.30 the vote was passed without a 
single dissenting murmur, and the House 
resumed the discussion of the Local Elections 
Bill, 1927, in Committee. 

Once more into the imminent deadly breach 
stepped the Lord Mayor of Cork, to demand 
the abolition of the Commissioner and the 
restoration of the ancient Corporation of that 
city. He declared that the idea of govern- 
ment by an individual was absolutely wrong. 
Cork was one of the most important cities in 
Ireland. 

“In the world,” muttered a deep voice, 
and the House was glad of the laugh. 
“The deputy is looking to the future, when 
Cork will be represented once more by the 
citizens of Cork,” said the Lord Mayor 
calmly. 

From the Labour benches, Mr. Anthony 
came to the support of his brother Corkman. 
‘With regard to Cork,” said Mr. Muleahy, 
“the Cork Corporation were dissolved on the 
ground that their duties had not been dis- 
charged effectively. A full and complete 
inquiry was made and every consideration 
was given to it, and the Corporation was 
dissolved generally in the public interest.” 
He added that it was thought that the 
experience gained in the Greater Dublin pro- 
ject would be useful in arranging for the 
uture government of Cork, and that was 
one of the ideas in postponing the resurrec- 
tion of the Corporation until 31st March, 
1929. 

This failed to soothe the Cork deputies, 
and the House divided on the question 
“That Section 3 remain part of the bill.” 
The section was retained by 70 votes to 61.

SULTAN.

ROYAL WIVES IN TEARS

RABAT, Thursday. 

The Sultan of Morocco died at 9 o'clock 
this morning from heart failure, after 
two sharp attacks. His four brothers were 
present at his death bed. 

As soon as the news became known the 
whole Palace rang with the wails and 
lamentations of the Royal wives and 
servants. A long procession of notables 
and elders wended its way from the old 
town of Fez to the Palace at Fez Sedid, 
and, at the Meines gate of the town delega- 
tions of Jewish nutables offered their con- 
dolences to the Calif, who is a son of the 
dead man. 

The Sultan’s body lies in a room to 
which, in accordance with the Moroccan 
Mussulman tradition, only the near rela- 
tives and professional mourners are ad- 
mitted. 

It is considered possible that the late 
Sultan will be buried in the tomb of Sidi 
Abdullah at Fez, where rest the remains 
of the Sultan Mulay Abdullah of the 
same dynasty. : 

It is not yet known who will succeed 
Moulay Yussef. The name of Abd el Aziz, 
who is a brother, and was dethroned by 
Moulay Hafid, is mentioned, but it is con- 
sidered more likely that the choice will 
fall upon one of the two sons of the de- 
ceased, either Moulay Hassan, Calif at 
Fez, or Moulay Idris, Calif at Marakesh. 

The question has to be decided by a 
meeting at Fez of the Ulemas (Doctors of 
Law). It is probable that this meeting 
will take place to-morrow,: as soon as M. 
Steeg, the Resident General, arrives in 
Fez. 


The funeral will take place to-morrow.

LICENCES. 


REDUCTION ANNOUNCED 
IN AUSTRALIA. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CANBERRA, Thursday. 

The new wireless agreement submitted 
by Mr. Bruce, the Prime Minister, in the 
House of Representatives, provides for 
the continuance of Commonwealth control 
over commercial wireless conducted by the 
Amalgamated Wireless Company, all 
changes being subject to the approval of 
the Commonwealth. 

The company’s patent rights are to be 
available for five years, free of charge to 
wireless traders and broadcasting agencies.

STORMS IN USS. 


MANY PERSONS INJURED 
IN WASHINGTON,

COAL CHEAPER THAN 
ELECTRICITY. 


DECISION OF AUSTRIAN 
RAILWAYS,

VIENNA, Thursday. 

The management of the Austrian State 
Railways has decided to stop further elec- 
trification of the system, as the present 
low price of coal renders steam traction 
cheaper than electricity. 

It is also stated that the railways are 
now able to use inferior grades of coal, 
particularly for goods traffic. 

The cost of electric current is now 
higher than in the inflation period, while 
the price of coal is considerably lower. 

It is understood that the decision of 
the railway is not absolutely final, but 
further electrification is indefinitely post- 
poned.

MARKETING CONTROL 
NOT WANTED.

The Committee of National Marketing, 
appointed last May by the National 
Farmers’ Union, in an interim report, 
issued in London last night, are strongly 
opposed to any proposals for Government 
control of the marketing of farm produce. 

The Committee state that the ‘farmer 
often had his markets at his door, and, to 
set up national machinery to do his 
marketing for him, would savour of a 
remedy worse than the disease. 

The Government’s deflation policy has 
been a material factor in the present 
plight of agriculture in Great Britain, 
and no access of marketing skill would 
have availed to counteract the effects of 
deflation, or to restore the price 
equilibrium. 

It is recommended that the executives 
of county branches should appoint a sub- 
committee to consider whether waste could 
be eliminated by arranging with indi- 
vidual firms of haulage contractors a 
haulage service for the conveyance of farm 
produce requirements for individual 
farmers acting in collaboration. 

The question of the development of 
marketing organisation could not be 
divorced from the question of credit 
facilities, and the Committee draws atten- 
tion to the continned delay on the part of 
the Government in producing the legisla- 
tion foreshadowed in the white paper op 
agricultural policy. 

The Government’s scheme, it says, 
should make immediate comprehensive 
provision for long and short term credits.

TWO MEN AND A GIRL 
KILLED. 


SERIES OF ACCIDENTS IN 
DUBLIN 


Two men and a girl are dead in Dublin 
hospitals as the result of accidents which 
occurred in the city last evening. 

William J. Govan, of 3 Ballymenock 
terrace, East road, aged 40 years, em- 
ployed by the Merchants’ Warehousing 
Company, was run over by an engine 
at the Great Southern Railways level 
crossing, Sheriff street, North Wall, at 
about five o'clock. It appears that Govan 
had attempted to cross the line in front 
of an engine engaged in shunting opera- 
tions. He was knocked down and sus- 
tained terrible injuries, his two legs being 
almost severed from his body. His death 
was instantaneous. 

Kathleen Osborne, aged 16 years, who 
lived at 8 North Gloucester place, was 
knocked down by a motor ‘bus at the 
Four Courts, Inns quay, and died of her 
injuries an hour afterwards in Jervis 
street Hospital. She was cycling with two 
other girls when the accident occurred. 
The driver of the ’bus will be charged 
with causing the girl’s death. 

A young man, who stepped off a city- 
bound traticar at the junction of the 
North Circular road and Dorset street, 
was knocked down by a motor car which 
was running towards the centre of the 


{ city. He died a couple of hours after- 
wards in the Mater Hospital.

LORD CECLL’S HARMFUL 
ATTITUDE.

The Times, commenting upon the decision 
of the Government, to whom Lord Cecil 
persists in attributing the chief responsibility 
for the failure of the Geneva Conference, not 
to lay down two of the three cruisers pro- 
vided for in the current Navy Estimates, 
observes :—Lord Cecil, on his part, has done 
a good deal, both by his statement at the 
time of his resignation in August and still 
more by his speech in the House of Lords on 
Wednesday, to prejudice the chances of any 
new Conference that may be arranged. The 
effect of his resignation at a critical moment 
was to set back the cause of general dis- 


armament. 

There is no doubt that at this moment 
Lord Cecil is more popular in the United 
States than he is here, and that because his 
resignation at the critical moment after the 
failure of the Geneva negotiations appeared 
to put his Government and his country. in 
the wrong. By his action he has 
deepened the misunderstanding of our aims 
and purposes that was deliberately created by 
reckless American propagandists at Geneva. 
It is unfortunate that his persistence in 
public confession of an obscure state of mind 
should give an additional weapon, not only 
to the opponents of the Government here, but 
also to those groups in the United States who 
demand an immediate increase in the strength 
of the American Navy. 

The Government. are doing their best to 
repair the harm that Lord Cecil has done. 
It is less important that his contradictory 
assertions should be refuted than that the 
door should be kept open for further amicable 
discussion between the two chief naval} ers 
of the world. In spite of all suggestions that 
America may largely increase its naval 
estimates, the Government have decided to 
delay the execution of their programme of 
cruiser building. That is the most effective 
answer to the charge that they are not in 
earnest about disarmament.

The official announcement of the reduc- 
tion in the British plans of cruiser construc- 
tion and the speech in the House of Lords 
of Lord Cecil are considered here as having 
a definite relation, one to the other; in 
other words, that Mr. Bridgeman’s statement 
was made, not without design, to dull the 
edge of the attack on Cabinet policy, which 
it was known Lord Cecil intended to make. 
The two things are being discussed in re- 
sponsible American circles, for their effect 
in separate, though parallel, directions. 

As to the decision to lay down one in- 
stead of three cruisers, I am authoritatively 
informed that it will not bring about—nor is it 
assumed to have been reached, in order to 
bring about any modification of the United 
States programme of cruiser building, which 
is to be offered by and supported by the 
Administration. 

AFTER GENEVA. 

Shortly after the Geneva Conference broke 
up President Coolidge announced that its fai- 
lure would not be accepted by his Govern- 
ment as justifying a change in the earliér 
estimate of American needs, and this attitude 
persists in face of yesterday's announcement 
in the House of Commons. It could, in fact, 
hardly be altered without a graver risk that 
Congress would override the Administration 
that now exists. What those American needs 
are 1s a matter upon which opinions probably 
still vary, as between the President and the 
Navy Department. 

MR. COOLIDGE’S ATTITUDE. 

As has already been reported, a number of 
senior Naval officers believe that to the eight 
10,000 ton cruisers already authorised, there 
should be added thirteen, the laying down of 
which would be spread over a period of five 
years; four in the first year, three in the 
second, and two in each of the last three 
years, making a grand total of twenty-one. 
On the administration side this seems to be 
considered excessive; and also to be open to a 
charge of imposing, at least, in the earlier 
years of the programme, a too heavy Budgetary 

urden. There is some, but not conclusive, 
evidence to show that Mr. Coolidge would 
agree to the laying down of ten additional 
cruisers, two in each year for five years, 
making a total of eighteen, though in certain 
quarters it is believed that he would prefer 
seven, two in each year for two years, and 
one each year for three, with a consequent 
total in modern cruiser strength of fifteen 
vessels.

STALIN’S PLAN TO CRUSH 
OPPOSITION.

Since the expulsion of ‘Trotsky and 
Zinovieff, and the degradation of the other 
leaders of the Opposition a few days ago, the 
Communist organisations in Moscow and 
Leningrad have gone on with the election of 
delegates to the December congress of the 
party with much haste. ‘ 

Stalin has announced his intention to bring 
together a unanimous and loyal congress by 
excluding from. the election Opposition dele- 
gates, It. is probable, he says, that the 
congress wili not have even a single follower 
of Trotsky, as it is necessary to destroy the 
Opposition entirely, , 

Notwithstanding this threat a certain 
number of Opposition speakers persist in 
attempting to speak at every meeting, there- 
by attracting to themselves the attention of 
the agents of the O.G.P.U. (Cheka). Reports 
are current of the arrest of great numbers 
who refuse to be silent, and the 0.G.P.U. 
is stated to be resolutely restricting the 
movements of those leaders whom the Dis- 
ciplinary Commission degraded a few days 
ago. : 
, The general public seems to take little 
interest in Zinovieff, who was never popular ; 
but the rumours connected with Trotsky awake 
interest everywhere. Even before his expul- 
Sion it was persistently reported that Trotsky 
would be subjected to domiciliary arrest. 
Some sort of restraint apparently is being 
placed on him, and polling of the Stalin 
group use the word “‘ prison ” with increasing 
frequency in connection with Trotsky, and 
the Trotsky faction. 

Tomsky, a member of the Political Bureau, 
who acts as spokesman for the trade 
unionists, to-day informed a meeting that 
“we have decided not to have any more 
nonsense ;"’ that “the prison gates opened 
inwards,’’ and that “those of the opposition 
who hampered the dictatorshiy of the Pro- 
letariat will be politely or impolitely invited 
to step inside.” ; 

It is now clear that Trotsky was right, 
for two, or even three, parties may exist 
under a Proletarian dictatorship—in the 
words of Tomsky: “One at the helm, and 
the other, or others, inside prison walls.” 
Tomsky amplified this principle, facetiously 
assuring his hearers that the prisons were 
eapacious and hospitable.

FILMS. 


FREE STATE VIEWS 
ON THE QUOTA. 


PICTURES THE PUBLIC 
WANT TO SER.

An irish Times representative yesterda 
sought information from those tener 
in the film trade in this city as to the 
effect the passage of the British Cinema 
Bill through the British House of Com- 
wet would hase in the Free State 

‘We do not know what is goi 
happen,” said one promise éi of 
the trade, “' Personally, I cannot see that 
it can have any effect in the Free State 
other than that which it will have in 
England. It will have the same effect 
here—no more and no less—because all 
the multiple houses will handle the same 
films in the Free State that they handle 
in England. I do not believe there is ae 
danger of dumping into this country films 
which are surplus in England. . | 


THE TRADE ViEw. 
“Generally speaking, the films that are 
handled in the Free State are those tliat 
have already been handled in England 
and it simply would not pay 


s ' the big 
American Corporations to send over their 
stuff for Free State consumption only. 
Alter all, Ireland is only ranked as a 2) 
per cent. territory by any firm buying 
(United Kingdom) richts. and that would 
not pay for exploitation,’ he added. 

“Do you think cinemas in the Free 
State will adopt the British quota fixed 
under this Act?”’’ asked your representa- 
tive. 

“ They will not; unless they are forced,”’ 
was the reply. “At the moment the ex- 
hibitors are apathetic. They are not 
worrying about the matter—they say we 
will be offered certain films by the British 
companies, and there is no need to bother 
about British quotas unless the Dail bring 
in a bill enforcing a quota. Exhibitors 
take pictures on their merits, and are 
little concerned with the country of their 
origin. There has been a big increase in 
the number of English pictures shown, for 
the simple reason that they have been ex- 
ceptionally good, from the box. office point 
of view. 

BETTER FILMS. 

“You have had pictures like ‘Mademoiselle 
from Armentiéres,’ ‘Roses in Picardy,’ 
‘The Battles of Coronel and and Falkland 
Islands,’ with a special khaki appeal. Ivor 
Novello, in such films as ‘ The .Triumph 
of the Rat,’ will alwavs be a success. The 
appearance of a star like this will always 
have a special appeal, and these films are 
booked -from that consideration, not so 
much because they are British. 

“ Exhibitors, as I have said, do not look 
at it from the point of view of the country 
of origin—some of the most successful 
bookings have been recent German films— 
but certainly they are showing a tendency 
to increase their bookings of English pro- 
ductions. 

“The exhibitors are getting tired of the 
American machine-made stuff. Of course, 
in booking the latter, no matter how 
good the story, they can always depend 
upon the finished photography and turn- 
out; but there has been such a big im- 
provement in the finish and make-up of 
British films that they are taking these 
more readily than the block-bookings cl 
the American stuff turned out by machine. 

“As to block-booking, that has «'mest 
dropped out of practice. The only people 
block-booking now are the smaller second 
and third-rate halls, which will -book a 
bundle of Wild West stuff: put even 
these people are beginning to see that 
their patrons are getting tired of this 
kind of fare. 

“At bottom the trade in England and 
Ireland have much the same outlook. In 
Dublin and through the Free State people 
are rather tired of the American pictures, 
so many of which are jazz-mad, and 
almost make people believe that America 
is a land of cabarets and jazz bands and 
night life. 

“ The people here want to see pictures 
of people of their own stations, living lives 
in surroundings with which they are 
familiar and can appreciate. 

“Virtually all the British 
shown here have been a great success. 
They may have had a special appeal ; 
but, more than that, it proves that the 
people appreciate what the British pro-

Mh. F. FITZPATRICK. 


The Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State received a cablegram yesterday inform- 
ing him of the death of Mr. Frederick Fitz- 
patrick, of New York State.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was packed this 
afternoon at question hour, members expect- 
ing that there would be a reference to yester- 
day’s scenes. They were not disappointed 
for after questions Mr. Ramsay acdonald 
sought to obtain from the Prime Minister a 
promise that a further opportunity would be 
afforded for a discussion on the situation in 
the coal industry. Conservative members 
professed to be astonished at the uest, 
and some of them pointed out that the abortive 
discussion on Wednesday was entirely due to 
the fact that the Opposition refused to listen 
to the Government spokesman. 

In making his reqgest, Mr. Macdonald 
urged that as the Prime Minister was re- 
sponsible for the Government it was his duty 
to make a statement. 

Mr. Baldwin’s reply was that in the 
circumstances he could not promise to afford 
further opportunity for discussion. The 
position of the Government, he said, would 
have been fully explained by the President 
of the Board of Trade, but for yesterday’s 
unfortunate incidents. ' 

Mr. Macdonald evidentiy was prepared for 

a refusal, for he at once gave notice of the 
following motion :—-“ That this House protests 
that on the resolution on the serious situation 
in the coal industry, which involves a vote 
of censure on the Government, the Prime 
Minister deliberately evaded any defence or 
explanation of the inaction of the Govern- 
ment, and his responsibility as Prime 
Minister.” Labour members cheered, and one 
them called out: “ That is the stuff to give 
them.” , 
After this the House resumed discussion of 
the Films Bill, concluded the Report stage, 
and, after a short discussion, carried the third 
reading by 223 votes to 126. 


EXPIRING LAWS (CONTINUANCE) BILL 


In Committee on the Expiring Laws (Con- 
tinuance) Bill, which, among other Acts, 
continues in force the iherease of Rent and 
Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Act of 1920, 

Captain Bourne moved an amendment to 
bring the Act to an end on August Ist next. 
He said that there was no longer an acute 
shortage of houses, and the undue prolonga- 
tion of the restrictions chused great hard- 
ships to many people. 

Mr. W. Adamson obsefved that this was 
not a matter which concerned England alone. 
Scottish interests were involved, and he was 
astonished to find that no representative of 
the Scottish Office. was present. As a pro- 
test he would move to report progress. He 
was supported by Mr. David Kirkwood, who 
said that, because the Prime Minister treated 
the House with contempt yesterday, the 
Secretary for Seotland was making. the 
greatest mistake of his life if he thought that 
he conid do the same to-day and get. away 
with it. As the division was in progress 
Sir John Gilmour entered into the House, 
and was greeted with ironical cheers. from 
the Labour benches. The motion to report 
progress was defeated by 176 votes to 106. 

In the debate that followed on Captain 
Bourne’s amendment, Mr. Kirkwood, oppos- 
ing, caused much laughter by declaring: "I 
am tired of calling the Government murderers 
and robbers, and all the rest of it. You 
might as well go on pouring water ou a 
drowned mouse.”’

HIBERNIANS SAY LAW NOW IS 
BETTER ADMINISTERED. 


The biennial general meeting of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians (Board of Erin) National 
Health Insurance Society was held on Mon- 
day, Mr. Peter O'Reilly presiding. Mr. J. 
D. Nugent, Secretary, stated that the latest 
figures available «showed a membership of 
69,330 men and 31,245 women, or two out of 
every nine insured persons in the Free State. 
The membership was steadily increasing. 
During 1926 applications for admission ex- 
ceeded 10,000. 

Large numbers of employers in the Free 
State had for some years evaded their re- 
sponsibility in connection with the Health In- 
surance Act. The law, however, was now 
being administered much more strictly than 
before. In the two years under review the 
cash benefits admimistered by ,the Society 
amounted to £226,919 6s. 11d., and the value 
of the additional benefits—dental and optical 
—was £4,428 9s. 9d. Since the inception. of 
the Health Insurance Act in 1913 the A.O.H. 
Insurance Society had distributed amongst 
its members in statutory and additional 
benefits £2,155,624 12s. 6d. | 

The report was unanimously adopted, and 
officers and members of the Committee of 
Management were elected for the next two 
years.

FIND IN A TAILORS SHOP 
AT OXFORD, 
{ora CENTURY WALL 
' PAINTINGS, 


A discovery of great interest has been 
made during alterations to a tailor’s shop 
in Oxford, Messts. Hookmans, of Corn- 
market street. An oak-pannelled upper 
chamber, which had previously been used 
by a caretaker, was required for a work- 
room, and when the panelling was removed 
from two of the walls there was revealed 
some fifteenth and sixteenth century wall 
paintings, in a wonderful state of pre- 


servation. 

Over the fireplace the sacred monogram, 
“IH.S., can spin 4 be traced. This is 
believed to be fifteenth century work, and an 
attempt appears to have been made in the 
late sixteenth century to cover the monogram 
with a florid design of bright ochre and 
blue, which is carried over the whole of the 
rest of the two walls. 

There runs along the top of the wall a 
series of religions texts in ancient lettering. 
It is possible that the chamber was slept in 
by Shakespeare, since he certainly stayed in 
the house’ when it. was the Old Crown Tavern. 
At the time.the place was occupied by a Mr. 
Davenant, a friend of Shakespeare, and it 
is a tradition in Oxford that Shakespeare 
stood ns godfather to Davenant’s son at the 
old Carfax Church, and that the boy grew up 
to be Davenant, the poet. It is probable 
that when staying at the Crown, Shakespeare 
performed his plays in the inn yard.

MISHAP ON ARRIVAL 
AT SOUTHAMPTON.

SOUTHAMPTON, Thursday. 

Sir Alan and Lady Cobham, who left 
Rochester, Kent, this morning in their all- 
metal short Rolls Royce flying boat for their 
three months’ aerial survey of. Africa, arrived 
at the seaplane station of the Fairey Aviation 
Company in Hamble River, Southampton, 
at 3.10: this afternoon, thus completing the 
first. stage of their journey. While nn 
towards the station the machine ran agroun 
on some shingle, and was towed off by a 
motor launch. It was towed to her moorings 
in Hamble River, where she remained for the 
night, ready for her departure for Bordeaux 
to-morrow morning. 

The Mayor of Southampton, Mrs. Foster 
Welsh, ‘was among the small party of spec- 
tators awaiting Sir Alan and Lady Cobham 
when they came ashore, 

Leaving the Medway at. Rochester at 1.35, 
the machine, flew via London, passing over 
Westminster Bridge at two minutes past two. 
Crowds: waved and cheered Sir Alan from 
the bridge, and... he, ‘deaning: from the 
aeroplane, waved to the sey Ph below, 
Reading was reached fifteen minutes in ad- 
vance of the scheduled time, and there the 
machine, flying’ at five hundred feet, was 
easily discernible by the crowds in the 
streets, who continued to watch it as it dis- 
appeared south, towards Winchester. 

Sir Alan and Lady Cobham are accom- 
panied on their machine, which weighs nine 
tons when fully loaded, by Captain H. V. 
Worrall, assistant pilot an navigator, 
Messrs. Green and. Company, engineers, and 
Mr. Bonnet, cinematographer. i 

In a parting message at Rochester, Lady 
Cobham, who will act as her husband’s secre- 
tary-on the flight and cook the meals of the 
party,. said :—-‘‘ Women are already flying so 
much ,that I think it would be very advan- 
tageous to have a woman's experience and 
suggestions in regard to the comfort of pas- 
sengers on these long-distance air lines, which 


will goon be crossing thousands of miles.” 


A GIANT AIRWAY. 

Sir Alan’s route takes him across the Medi- 
terranean, down the Nile, and through the 
heart. of .Africa, returning to England via 
Cape Town and the West Coast of Africa. 
He will fly over thirty countries, and return 
to England about the end of February. 

“ My main object,” ‘he said, “is to gain 
data for the proposed’ Cairo-Cape airway, but 
I shall also investigate closely the scheme for 
an air line of giant flying ts from Cape 
Town up the West Coast of Africa to Eng- 
land. If such a route can be operated regu- 
larly one of the loads we are already’ pro- 
mised is a ton of gold a day.”

Dr. F. C. Wright, Moy, and Dr. Samuel 
Fergus, Blackwatertown, gave the result of 
a post mortem held by them. They found 
two incised ragged woundson the head, pene- 
trating to the skull. There was no fracture 
of the skull. There was contusion to the 
right eye and a small -punctured wound on 
the eyebrow. The nose and left eve were also 
contused and injured. ‘The internal organs 
were normal. The wound alone could not 
have caused death. They could have been 
inflicted by a thick stick or other blunt 
instrument, but not by a stone or by falling. 
The cause of death was shock from the 
wounds, accelerated by drink, which the 
evidence showed he ‘(deceased man) had 
taken.

SIR IAN HAMILTON’S REPLY 
TO A CRITICISM. 


“Sir Thomas Mackenzie, in writing his

“ Sir Ian,” the letter continued, ““is re- 
ported to have said that the arch-enemy of 
the Dardanelles campaign was Field-Marshal 
Sir Henry Wilson.. I have no hesitation in 
asserting that the arch-enemies were the many 
incompetent men “who, unfortunately, were 
associated with its management.”’ 

“As to the substance of the letter,” Sir 
Ian commented to-day, ‘‘I will only say that 
Sir Thomas Mackenzie has mistaken what I 
said, or, perhaps, has read an erroneous 
report. It was during the expedition that 
Sir Henry Wilson disapproved of it... After 
the expedition was over, he approved of an 
attack on Constantinople and Gallipoli. I have 
nothing more to add,” '

H.M.S. Vindictive {cruiser) proceeded up 
the Yangtse River this morning carrying a. 
company of the Bedfordshire and Hertford- 
shire Regiment 550. strong. The troops are 
destined for Hankow, but the move is purely 
precautionary. 

As there is no longer any British concession 
at Hankow, it is assumed that the troops, 
if they land, will be quartered-on British’ pro- 
perty in the former concession for defensive, 
and not aggressive, purposes.

HONG KONG, Thursday. 

Canton appears definitely to be in, the hands 
of a new. grou capecied for the most part 
of “ Reds.” e Shameen Gates were closed 
early in the fighting, and it is understood 
that there has been no foreign damage, It 
is not yet known how the coup was efiected, 
but a proclamation was issued at noon to-day 
by a triumvirate, consisting of Wong Kei 
Cheung, Li Fu Klam, and Hsieh Ye, condemn- 
ing Li Chaisum’s representative, Wong Shao 
Hung, as a rebel and a militarist. 

Wang has retired from the city, and is 
gathering his forces for a counter-attack. Li 
Chai Sum appears to have been trapped 
through treachery. ' 

Since Chang Fat Kwai’s return there has 
been frequent local disorders throughout the 

rovince, and last week at a conference Wong 
Kei Cheung attempted to shoot Li Chai Sum, 
who magnanimously overlooked the incident. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Li Chai Sum’s overwhelming military 
strength made him over-confident. His rivals 
took advantage of the fact. that most of his 
troops were concentrated on the North 
River in order to prevent Tang Sheng Chi 
from coming south. 

Wang Shao Hung has 40,000 men, and 
should i“ able.to retake Canton easily. Wang 
Shao Hung's troops were outnumbered in 
Canton City and offered little resistance. 

Wang himself narrowly éscaped capture. 
He has strong forces at Swatow and 
Wuchow, with which he can attack Canton 
on three sides, but the sympathisers of Chiang 
Kai Shek are expected to join Chang Fai 
Kwai’s forces, and are the remnants of Yeh 
Ting’s and Ho Lung's “ Reds '” who recently 
attempted to seize Swatow. i 

The coup has three aspects—iirst, 1t. repre- 
sents a triumph of the Canton Reds; 
secondly, a triumph for the Cantonese move- 
ment; and, thirdly, it represents a loss for 
the Nanking Nationalist faction, who include 
the Kuomintang right wing. The holding of 
the Shanghai Conference muy be affected.

BANQUE BELGE POUR L’ETRANGER, 

In past vears the instability of the cur- 
rency \situation caused the Board to bring in 
all foreign commitments, necessarily manifold 
in the case of a bank like this, at the rates 
of exchange conventional in pre-war days. 
Towards the end of last year Belgian cur- 
rency was stabilised at 175 fr. to the £ 
sterling and proportionate rates for other 
foreign currencies. The rates have stood the 
test of experience, and the Board has. there- 
fore, adopted them in collating the united 
balance sheet of the bank on the basis of the 
balance sheets of the several branches. As 
stated in the report, all items of the accounts 
having a counterpart have been so treated:

PRIZE-FIGHTER REQUIRED. 


The licensing amending bill is 
dragging wearily through the House of 
Commons, and everyone is thoroughly 
‘tired of it. Day after day the same hoary 
arguments are being advanced both 
for and against, but the Government’ pro- 
posals are never in any danger of bein, 
defeated. A slight colcession was granted 
to hotels yesterday, when the Minister of 
Home Affairs’ amendment to enable a 
bona fide resident to obtain drinks for 
his own use, without a Substantial meal, 
on Sundays and Christmas Days, was 
adopted. The ‘Opposition considered the 
amendment not adequate, but the 
Minister was inexorable and would give 
no further extension. A good deal of 
amusement was created by Mr, Miller, 
who deprecated a measure which could 
not be carried into effect. and sketched a 
laughable picture of hotels with casual 
wards instead of bedrooms, and with a 
prize-ghter parading up and down to see 
that nobody got a drink during the night. 
That, he argued, was the only way the 
law could be enforced in such places. The 
Opinions regarding the effect of licensing 
restrictions upon tourist traffic are very 
conflicting. Champions of the trade 
declare that Sunday closing has prevented 
visitors from coming to our shores, but.
